In  view  of  the  admission  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Fi- 
nance Committee  that  his  committee  has  not  provided  for 
all  the  needs  of  the  City  for  the  year  1909,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  none  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
1879  have  been  complied  with  by  this  Committee,  I  de- 
sire to  place  myself  upon  record  as  believing  that  the  whole 
proceedings    are   unlawful    and    irregular,    and   by    pass- 
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ing  these  appropriations,  the  responsibility  wbicli  Coun- 
cils ought  to  assume  will  be  thrown  upon  the  City  Con- 
troller. 

I  have  studied  the  Act  of  1879  and  have  made  every 
possible  effort,  to  interpret  the  action  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee as  being  in  harmony  therewith,  but  it  is  impos- 
sible; the  provisions  of  the  act  are  specific  and  its  terms 
unmistakably  plain.  Preferring  to  the  City  Controller  it 
says: 

"And  the  City  Controller  shall  not  countersign  any 
warrants    (except  for  payments  of  interest  and  for 
Sinking  Fund)   pertaining  to  any  of  the  appropri- 
ations until  the  City  Councils  shall  have  first  passed 
all  appropriations  necessary  for  the  expenses  for  the 
current  year  of  each  department,  board,  commission 
or  trust  connected  with  said  City.    I^or  shall  said  ofii- 
cer  countersign  any  warrants,  except  as  aforesaid,  un- 
til the  total  of  all  appropriations,  all  estimates  and 
other  lawful  obligations  shall  have  been  brought  within 
the  sum  yielded  by  the  tax  levy  and  average  income 
from  other  sources  ascertained  as  aforesaid." 
When  these   appropriation  bills   are   passed,    then   the 
City  Controller  must  determine  whether  or  not  he  is  going 
to  heed  the  mandates  of  this  act  or  whether  he  is  going 
to  run  counter  to  the  penal  provisions  of  the  act,  which 
provide : 

"And  the  countersigning  of  any  warrant  or  war- 
rants by  the  City  Controller,  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  shall  likewise  constitute  in 
such  officer  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  subject  him  to 
like  penalties  as  hereinbefore  provided." 
The  penalties  referred  to  are  a  fine  not  exceeding  $5,000 
and  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  three  years. 

I  desire  also  to  place  myself  on  record  as  saying  that 
Councils  were  absolutely  remiss  in  not  facing  .this  sit- 
uation as  it  existed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  last  Oc- 
tober, as  provided  by  this  same  Act  of  1879. 

The  Finance  Committee  had  the  same  knowledge  then 
that  it  has  now.  It  had  before  it  the  communication 
of  the  City  Controller  under  date  of  August   1,    1908, 
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showing  in  it  the  Controller's  estimated  income  for  the 
City  for  the  current  year.  It  had  before  it  the  Controller's 
statement  of  the  fixed  charges,  showing  funds  available 
for  appropriations  for  the  year  1909  as  being  $16,422,- 
794.68.  The  Finance  Committee  certainly  knew  that  the 
year  1909  would  carry  with  it  just  as  many  obligations 
on  the  part  of  the  City  as  did  the  year  1908. 

Therefore,  had  it  brought  itself  within  the  Act  of  1879, 
it  would  have  brought  the  expenses  of  the  City  within  the 
estimated  income ;  and  this  could  have  been  done  in  one  of 
tw^o  w^ays,  either  by  bringing  the  expenses  wdthin  the  esti- 
mate of  the  tax  levy  and  other  income  or  by  raising  a 
sufficient  amount  of  money  by  tax  levy  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses.

To  the  Honorable  the   Select  and  Common 

Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Philadelphia  Maritime  Exchange,  representing 
practically  all  of  the  corporations,  firms  and  individuals 
engaged  in  the  maritime-commerce  of  the  Port  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  being  deeply  interested  in  the  care  and  de- 
velopment of  its  harbor  facilities,  respectfully  makes  the 
following  reperesentations  to  your  Honorable  Bodies: 

First,  in  order  to  verify  information  already  in  pos- 
session of  the  Exchange,  and  with  a  view  of  presenting 
for  your  serious  consideration  exact  conditions  now  ex- 
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isting  at  our  Port,  we,  under  date  of  September  3rd,  ad- 
dressed a  comiiiunicatioii  (Exhibit  A)  to  thte  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  to 
which  a  detailed  reply  was  made  on  September  12th,  (Ex- 
hibit B),  to  which  your  careful  attention  is  invited  to- 
gether with  the  following  deduction  drawn  therefrom: 

(1)  The  deplorable  condition  of  many  of  our  wharves 
and  docks  is  discreditable  to  the  City,  and  the  facilities 
offered  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  present  requirements 
of  commerce. 

(2)  Docks  that  would  otherwise  be  available  for  deep 
sea  trade  are  rendered  useless  for  want  of  dredging. 

(3)  The  insufficiency  of  dock  facilities  for  tonnage  seek- 
ing our  Port,  which  for  years  has  been  the  subject  of 
serious  public  comment,  should  receive  the  immediate 
attention  of  Councils,  looking  to  prompt  relief. 

(4)  In  addition  to  the  prompt  and  judicious  expenditure 
of  the  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  (1,500,000)  dol- 
lars provided  for  in  the  Loan  Bill  of  1906,  there  should  be 
a  fixed  program  for  the  early  and  effective  development 
of  the  Port,  not  only  to  meet  present  requirements  but 
to  make  reasonable  provision  for  an  increased  commerce 
which  is  sure  to  follow  the  establishment  of  the  facilities 
for  handling  it. 

(5)  There  should  be  an  annual  appropriation  by  the 
Councils  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  to 
City  piers  and  bulkheads  both  on  the  Delaware  and  Schuyl- 
kill river,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  maximum  depths  of 
water  in  the  docks  for  the  safe  and  expedious  handling 
of  the  various  classes  of  craft  using  them. 

(6)  Sufficient  money  should  be  immediately  provided 
for  the  dredging  of  all-  shoal  areas  between  the  channel  and 
the  approaches  to  docks. 

(7)  Pending  the  consummation  of  a  more  permanent  plan 
of  improvement  immediate  provision  should  be  made  for 
removing  shoals  and  deepening  the  channel  in  the  Schuyl- 
kill river  between  its  mouth  and  Gibson's  Point.  A  serious 
shrinkage  of  commerce  using  that  waterway  has  already 
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taken  place,  and  will  be  greatly  increased  unless  prompt 
relief  is  afforded.  Letters  from  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  City,  dated  September  14th,  The  Atlantic  Refining 
Company,  September  26,  and  the  J.  M.  Guffey  Petroleum 
Company,  August  31st,  appended  hereto  as  Exhibit  C, 
will  emphasize  the  need  for  immediate  improvement  in 
this  direction. 

(8)  The  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries, 
created  July,  1907,  for  the  purpose  of  developing  our 
Port's  commericial  possibilities,  has  not  received  from  your 
Honorable  Bodies  the  support,  nor  have  the  maritime- 
commercial  interests  of  the  Port  been  accorded  the  co-op- 
eration, of  the  municipality  to  the  extent  required  to  aid 
the  progressive  development  necessary  to  permit  an  active 
competition  with  the  modern  facilities  already  existing 
at  other  ports,  in  securing  a  full  share  of  the  foreign  trade. 

(9)  The  needs  of  our  commerce  for  adequate  protection 
during  seasons  of  ice  in  the  Delaware  river  require  not 
only  the  proper  maintenance  of  our  present  Ice  Boat  fleet, 
but  earnest  consideration  of  the  Port's  future  needs  in 
the  direction  of  an  early  appropriation  for  the  construc- 
tion and  equipment  of  another  ice  breaker  of  proper  size 
and  power  to  take  the  place  of  the  boat  about  worn  out 
after  many  years  of  active  service.  Correspondence  be- 
tween our  Exchange  and  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries  in  this  connection  is  attached  hereto 
as  Exhibit  D. 

(10)  We  desire  to  ask  the  special  attention  of  your 
Honorable  Bodies  to  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Penn- 
sylvania, approved  June  13,  1907,  appropriating  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dol- 
lars for  the  improvement  of  the  water  front  and  dockage 
system  of  the  Port  of  Philadelphia  and  for  the  reclamation 
of  waste  land.  This  appropriation  having  been  made  con- 
tingent upon  the  City  of  Philadelphia  appropriating  a 
like  or  greater  sum,  we  respectfully  urge  prompt  favorable 
action  by  the  City  Councils. 

In  conclusion  The  Philadelphia  Maritime  Exchange  is 
very  earnestly  of  the  opinion  that  the  development  of  our 
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Port  can  only  be  attained  by  a  sincere  and  active  co  op- 
eration of  the  City  Councils,  the  Department  assigned  to 
carry  on  the  work,  and  representative  maritime-commer- 
cial interests,  and  in  presenting  these  views  we  pledge 
our  co-operation  and  respectfully  ask  an  opportunity  to 
confer  with  your  Honorable  Bodies,  should  occasion  re- 
quire, with  a  view  to  obtaining  for  the  Port  of  Philadel- 
phia the  recognition  from  the  world  at  large  that  its 
natural  resources  warrant  and  the  wealth  of  our  State  and 
City  make  possible.

Sir: — At  the  June  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  this  Exchange,  the  Commerce  and  Transportation  Com- 
mittee were  charged  with  the  duty  of  securing  information 
as  to  the  maintenance  and  improvement  work  going  on, 
or  in  process  of  development,  in  the  Harbor  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  to  ascertain  what  steps,  if  any,  were  neces- 
sary on  the  part  of  the  Exchange  to  co-operate  with  your 
Department  in  the  prosecution  of  such  projects. 

The  absence  from  the  City  of  yourself  and  the  As- 
sistant Director  has  led  us  to  defer  this  inquiry  until 
your  return  to  duty. 

My  Committee  would  now  like  to  be  informed  prepar- 
atory to  presenting  a  report  on  the  subject  at  the  September 
meeting,  as  follows : 
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1.  What  are  the  present  conditions  of  the  Harbor  as 
to  deep  water  terminals  for  Trans- Atlantic  vessels;  the 
number  of  docks  available,  depth  of  water  alongside  docks 
and  approaches  thereto  ? 

2.  Has  any  dredging  been  done  alongside  these  docks 
and  their  approaches  by  your  Department? 

3.  Are  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  docks  under  con- 
trol of  the  Kailroad  Companies  and  the  docks  owned  by 
the  City  adequate  for  the  present  traffic  requirements  of 
the  Port? 

4.  To  what  extent  do  you  advocate  an  extension  of 
these  facilities,  to  meet  present  conditions  and  immediate 
future  needs? 

5.  What  would  be  the  probable  cost  of  such  necessary 
improvements  and  repairs  to  present  City  river  front  prop- 
erty ? 

6.  What  annual  appropriation  would  be  required  to  pro- 
vide for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  docks  and  wharves 
as  aforesaid,  the  property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ? 

7.  What  aid  can  the  Maritime  Exchange  give  in  se- 
curing from  Councils  such  funds  as  may  be  needed  to 
carry  out  the  improvements  you  may  suggest  and  to 
maintain  harbor  conditions  in  a  thoroughly  up-to-date 
manner  ? 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Maritime  Exchange  and 
the  interests  they  represent  are  deeply  concerned  in  a  sys- 
tematic and  progressive  development  of  the  facilities  of 
the  Port  of  Philadelphia  and  are  anxious  to  aid  your 
Department  to  the  extent  of  their  ability  and  influence 
in  attaining  this  purpose.  We  believe  that  with  the  initi- 
ation and  progress  of  such  work  public  interest  will  be 
aroused  and  the  needed  funds  to  maintain  and  advance 
all  reasonable  propositions  for  the  modernizing  of  our 
harbor  and  taking  advantage  of  its  unrivaled  natural  facil- 
ities will  be  forthcoming.  With  this  object  in  view  we 
would  request  a  full  response  to  the  several  interrogatories 
herein  set  forth  at  your  earliest  convenience.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  the  letter  of  Mr.  E.  R.  Shar- 
wood,  of  the  Philadelphia  Maritime  Exchange,  of  the  3rd, 
instant,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  in  answer 
to  seven  suggestions  upon  which  information  is  desired. 
Answer  to  1st  Question  on  two  separate  sheets. 

Answer  to  2nd  Question: 

The  dock  north  side  of  Pier  No.  80  was  dredged  in 
January  to  a  depth  of  26  feet,  under  the  supervision  of 
this  Department,  the  City  paying  for  half  the  dredging, 
and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio -Railroad  Company  for  the 
other  half.  This  is  the  only  dredging  done  by  this  De- 
partment so  far  this  year. 
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Answer  to  3rd  Question: 

In  my  opinion  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  docks  under 
the  control  of  the  Railroad  Companies  and  the  docks  owned 
by  the  City  are  inadequate  for  the  present  traffic  require- 
ments of  the  Port. 

Answer  to  4th  Question : 

In  my  opinon  two  new  modern  piers  are  needed  at  once 
to  meet  present  demands  and  the  requirements  of  the 
near  future. 

Answer  to  5th  Question  : 

The  probable  cost  of  necessary  repairs  and  improvements 
to  present  City  river  front  property  as  follows : : 
For  dredging  piers  and  bulkheads  on  the  Dela- 

and  Schuylkill  rivers 150,000 

For  dredging  on  the  Delaware  river,  City 
docks  and  docks  where  City  sewers  empty 
and  to  connect  the  30-foot  channel  with  the 
docks,  thus  making  them  available  for  deep 

draft  vessels     150,000 

For  dredging  the  Schuylkill  river Y5.000 

Total    375.000 

Answer  to  6th  Question: 

An  annual  appropriation  of  $25,000  for  repairs  to  pres- 
ent City  piers  and  bulkheads,  and  $50,000  for  dredging 
docks  where  City  sewers  empty  and  other  necessary  main- 
tenance dredging  in  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers.

I  believe  that  if  the  Maritime  Exchange  would  draft 
resolutions  and  send  them  to  Councils,  urging  early  and 
necessary  appropriations  for  the  improvement  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Harbor,  it  would  result  in  early  action  by 
those  bodies  to  provide  liberal  necessary  appro^iriations.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  letter  of  the  3rd  instant, 
in  which  you  ask  information  as  to  the  present  status  of  the 
Delaware  avenue  improvement  and  the  improvement  of 
the  channel  of  the  Schuylkill  river  I  would  state  that  in 
regard  to  the  first  query,  the  only  information  that  can  be 
added  to  that  already  given  in  former  years  is  that  an  ordi- 
nance has  been  introduced  into  Councils  providing  for  an 
appropriation  of  $1,000,000  to  the  Department  of 
Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  for  the  improvement  of  the 
water  front,  and  an  appropriation  of  $500,000  to  this 
Bureau  for  the  purpose  of  widening  Delaware  avenue. 
Whether  this  widening  is  to  be  north  or  south  of  the  present 
widened  avenue  I  am  unable  to  state. 

In  regard  to  the  Schuylkill  river,  this  Bureau  completed 
in  1905  dredging  through  the  east  span  of  Grays  Ferry 
Bridge  and  deepened  the  channel  for  a  distance  of  4-10 
of  a  mile  up  stream.  There  was  formed  a  26-foot  channel 
250  feet  wide  from  the  lower  back  channel  at  League 
Island  to  about  200  feet  south  of  Passyunk  avenue  bridge. 
No  work  has  been  done  since  that  time,  in  fact,  in  other 
locations  no  work  has  been  done  since  1899. 

Last  year  an  ordinance  was  introduced  to  appropriate 
$50,000  for  the  purpose  of  improving  that  portion  of  the 
Schulykill  river  between  the  back  channel  and  the  mouth, 
but  as  yet  no  legislation  has  been  enacted.

Deae  Sir: — Referring  to  our  conversation  regarding 
the  Schuylkill  river,  we  beg  to  advise  you  that  the  river 
is  shoaling  in  several  places  and  deep  draught  vessels  are 
touching  bottom  in  going  up  and  down  river;  the  worst 
places  being  one  near  the  mouth,  and  the  other  above  Pen- 
rose Ferry  bridge.  This  is  a  very  serious  condition  for  this 
port. 

We  beg  to  mention  that  the  wharves  at  which  these  ves- 
sels load  and  discharge  have  a  depth  of  26  feet  at  low  water 
and  this  depth  is  maintained  by  frequent  dredging. 

We  hope  that  you  will  bring  this  matter  before  the  proper 
authorities,  and  that  something  may  be  done  shortly  to 
give  us  deeper  water  in  the  River  Schuylkill.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following 
report,  on  the  condition  of  the  ice  boats,  in  reply  to  letter 
from  Maritime  Exchange  dated  September  3,  1908. 
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The  three  ice  boats  are  in  a  servicable  condition  for  the 
coming  winter's  work.  Boats  'No.  2  and  3  are  all  that  it 
is  possible  to  make  them  in  the  way  of  preparation;  their 
boilers,  engines  and  hulls  have  been  carefully  gone  over 
and  placed  in  first-class  condition,  the  houses  and  equip- 
ment are  also  in  excellent  condition  on  both  of  these  boats. 
On  boat  No.  1^  while  the  boilers  and  engines  have  been, 
placed  in  good  condition,  the  houses,  decks,  guards  and 
wood  work  are  generally  in  bad  condition.  In  fact,  the  old 
wood  work  is  so  rotten  that  it  is  impossible  to  fasten  new 
parts  to  it  in  the  way  of  making  repairs.  It  would  take 
about  $50,000  to  place  new  houses,  decks  and  guards  on 
the  boat  in  view  of  the  age  of  the  hull,  boilers  and 
engines.  It  is  not  advisable  to  spend  this  amount  of  money 
on  this  boat.  With  careful  nursing  this  boat  may  be  run 
for  another  winter  longer. 

1st.  The  available  appropriation  for  operating  expenses 
for  the  current  year  to  date  is  $14,900. 

2nd.  The  appropriation  for  operating  expenses  for  1904 
was  $37,430;  1905  was  $20,280;  1906  was  $16,300; 
1907,  was  $35,900;  1908,  is  $14,900. 

3rd.  The  custom  of  past  seasons  regarding  overhauling 
and  repairing  the  boats,  was  that  as  soon  as  the  seasons' 
work  was  over  and  the  ice  had  left  the  river,  to  dry  dock 
and  paint  the  hulls  of  the  boats  below  the  water  line,  before 
the  rust  had  a  chance  to  attack  them.  This  was  done  ever;^ 
other  year  with  the  old  boats,  their  hulls  being  of  iron; 
the  caretakers  then  shed  the  boats  over,  to  protect  the  decks, 
took  the  machinery  apart,  cleaned  it,  took  up  all  lost  motion 
in  the  running  parts  and  repaired  such  parts  as  they  were 
able,  with  their  limited  facilities.  Specifications  were 
drawn  and  contracts  made  to  perform  such  work  as  the 
caretakers  were  unable  to  do. 

4th.  The  same  custom  of  overhauling  and  repairing  was 
carried  out  this  season  as  far  as  the  limited  appropriations 
would  permit.

Department  of  Law. 

Philadelphia,  Septemher  23,  1908. 

Mr.  Jos.  R.  C.  McAllister, 

Dear  Sir: — I  am  asked  by  you  whether  the  ordinance 
now  pending  in  Councils  authorizing  the  creation  of  a 
loan  for  "municipal  purposes''  sufficiently  expresses  the 
purpose  to  which  the  money  is  to  be  applied,  and  if  not, 
whether  the  ordinance  can  be  amended  without  further  ad- 
vertising. 

The  direction  that  the  draft  of  the  ordinance  authorizing 
the  loan  shall  be  advertised,  and  that  the  ordinance  shall 
set  forth  the  specific  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  the 
loan  is  authorized,  are  both  contained  in  Section  11  of  the 
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general  mimicipal  act,  approved  May  23,  1874,  P.  L.  230. 
It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
distinguishes  between  a  municipal  indebtedness  exceedinjjj 
seven  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value  of  taxable  property 
(the  creation  of  which  it  prohibits  except  where  the  debt  al- 
ready exceeded  that  proportion)  and  an  indebtedness  less 
than  that  proportion.  Our  debt  is  now  less  than  seven  per 
cent,  and  cannot  again  be  permitted  to  exceed  such  limit 
But  the  enacting  clause  of  this  section  of  the  Act  of  May 
23,  1874,  deals  solely  with  the  other  class,  viz.:  the  in- 
crease of  the  debt  which  then  already  exceeded  the  seven 
per  cent,  limit,  with  which  we  are  not  now  concerned;  and 
the  directions  respecting  the  form  of  the  ordinance  aiid 
tbe  advertisement  of  "the  draft  thereof,"  occur  in  provisos 
expressly  introduced  by  the  words  "provided  that."  The 
office  and  purpose  of  a  proviso  is  to  limit,  qualify  or  ex- 
plain the  enacting  clause  which  precedes  it ;  it  is  not  prop- 
erly to  make  a  new  enactment  or  regulation  independent  of 
the  main  enactment  which  has  gone  before,  but  the  effect 
is  limited  to  the  main  enactment.  It  is  true  that  it  is  im- 
properly used  at  times  for  new  legislation,  but  the  intent 
so  to  use  it  should  be  clear.  I  am  of  opinion,  therefore, 
that  these  directions — that  is  to  say,  the  directions  to  ad- 
vertise the  draft  of  the  ordinance  and  the  requirement 
that  the  ordinance  shall  set  forth  the  purpose  for  which 
the  money  is  to  be  used — are  limited  to  the  character  of 
the  loan  atithorized  in  that  section,  namely,  a  loan  of  one 
per  cent,  forming  a  part  of  the  excess  above  the  seven  per 
cent,  of  assessed  value,  and  do  not  apply  to  loans  within 
the  seven  per  cent,  limit,  such  as  the  loan  now  proposed. 

This  view  is  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  a  month 
earlier,  by  an  A,ct  approved  April  20,  1874,  the  same  Leg- 
islature provide  methods  for  borrowing  money  up  to  the 
two  per  cent,  of  the  assessment  and  the  seven  per  cent,  of 
the  assessment,  respectively.  The  first  section  of  this  act, 
following  and  enforcing  the  constitutional  provision,  posi- 
tively forbids  the  creation  of  any  loan  whatever  in  ex- 
cess of  seven  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value,  and  imposes 
a  penalty  for  an  endeavor  to  do  so ;  but  it  further  contains 
a  proviso  that  in  cases  where  debt  to  that  amount  has  al- 
ready been  incurred,  a  city  might,  under  authority  of  law, 
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to  be  thereafter  enacted,  increase  the  debt.  In  my  opinion 
the  purpose  of  the  llth  section  of  the  Municipal  Act 
which  I  have  already  considered,  is  to  provide  the  authority 
mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  the  earlier  Act.  In  other 
words,  the  earlier  Act  provides  for  the  increase  of  debt 
up  to  seven  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value,  and  forbids 
a  further  increase,  except  in  one  specified  case  and  under 
authority  to  be  thereafter  given ;  and  this  authority  to 
be  thereafter  given  was  so  given  by  the  later  act  which 
I  have  considered.  The  authority  thus  conferred  was  there- 
fore limited  to  the  borrowing  of  the  one  per  cent-  men- 
tioned, and  the  proviso  prescribing  the  method  of  pro- 
cedure must  be  taken  to  have  been  similarly  limited  to 
the  case  with  which  the  statute  was  concerned,  to  wit,  the 
borrowing  of  the  extra  one  per  cent,  above  the  seven  per 
cent,  allowance,  which  was  not  to  be  otherwise  transcended. 

It  is  never  to  be  assumed  that  a  legislature  would  under- 
take to  change,  amend  or  repeal  an  Act  which  that  same 
legislature  had  passed  at  the  same  session.  Indeed,  while 
such  a  change  would  be  valid,  it  is  contrary  to  the  ordinary 
law  of  parliamentary  procedure.  I  therefore  advise  you  that 
the  law  which  requires  the  draft  of  the  ordinance  to  be 
advertised,  and  also  requires  the  purpose  of  the  loan  to 
be  set  forth  in  the  ordinance,  does  not  amend  the  earlier 
Act  of  April  20,  18Y4,  under  which  this  loan  is  to  be  is- 
sued, and  does  not  apply  to  the  present  case. 

It  is,  nevertheless  desirable  to  guard  against  a  contrary 
opinion  and  make  the  ordinance  conform  to  the  statute  in 
question.  I  do  not  doubt  that,  as  drawn  at  present,  the 
purpose  is  not  sufficiently  set  forth  if  that  statute  applies ; 
and  in  that  case  the  ordinance  should  therefore  be  amended ; 
and  this,  in  my  opinion  can  be  done  without  new  adver- 
tising. It  will  be  noted  that  the  legislature  has  drawn  a 
distinction  between  the  ordinance  as  introduced  and  ''the 
draft  thereof"  which  is  to  be  advertised.  A  draft  in  this 
sense  is  defined  in  the  Century  Dictionary  as  follows :  "A 
first  sketch,  outline  or  copy  of  any  writing  or  composition ; 
the  proposed  form  of  a  written  instrument  prepared  for 
amendment  and  alteration,  as  may  be  required,  prelimin- 
ary to  making  a  fair  copy.  'In  the  original  draft  of  the 
instructions  was   a  curious  paragraph  which,    on  second 
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thoughts,  it  was  determined  to  omit."  Macanlay,  Hist. 
Eng.  XXIII."  Other  dictionaries  contain  similar  defini- 
tions, for  instance :  ''Draft  also  signifies  a  tentative,  pro- 
visional or  preparatory  writing  out  of  any  document  (as 
a  will,  contract,  lease,  etc.)  for  purposes  of  discussion 
and  correction,  and  which  is  afterwards  to  be  copied  out 
in  its  final  shape."     Black's  Law  Dictionary,  page  394. 

The  right  to  amend  an  ordinance  as  at  first  introduced 
is  one  of  gTeat  importance,  especially  referred  to  and  reg- 
ulated in  the  ]\'[unicipal  Act,  and  we  may  not  readily  as- 
sume that  amendments  are  prohibited.  The  very  purpose 
of  advertising  the  draft  at  the  earlier  stage  of  the  pro- 
cedure may  bo  to  notify  the  citizens  of  the  exact  form 
of  the  proposed  ordinance  in  order  that  objection  to  the 
form,  or  to  some  of  its  provisions,  may  be  made  and  the 
ordinance  amended  accordingly,  so  that  persons  who  ob- 
ject to  those  provisions  may  not  be  placed  in  a  dilemma  re- 
quiring them  either  to  accept  an  unsatisfactory  ordinance 
or  to  vote  against  it  entirely  where  the  general  purpose 
miay  be  desirable.  I  am  informed  that  in  similar  cases 
amendments  have  heretofore  been  made  without  objection 
or  criticism,  and  I  have  been  referred,  as  an  illustration, 
to  the  Journal  of  Common  Council  for  1889-90,  Vol.  II, 
pp.  453  and  480. 

To  sum  up  what  I  have  said:  according  to  my  decided 
opinion  the  law  which  requires  advertising  and  which  also 
requires  the  specification  of  the  purpose  of  the  loan,  does 
not  apply  to  this  instance,  and  it  is  therefore  not  material 
whether  the  ordinance  does  or  does  not  comply  with  it; 
but  nevertheless,  to  meet  all  possible  differences  of  opinion, 
it  is  desirable  to  amend  the  ordinance  so  as  to  specify  the 
purpose,  in  accordance  with  the  enactment,  and  this  may 
be  done  without  new  advertisement. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  Act  does  not  direct  when  the 
advertisement  shall  be  inserted,  or  by  whom  or  by  what 
authority.  I  am  not  sure  but  that  it  might  be  inserted 
by  an  individual  member  of  Councils  before  it  is  actually 
introduced.  The  only  positive  direction  is  that  the  adver- 
tising must  be  completed  "before  the  final  consideration 
and  passage"  of  the  ordinance.     In  the  meanwhile  it  may 
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be  considered  on  first  and  second  readings,  referred,  and 
if  necessary  again  referred,  to  Conunittee,  &c.,  subject  only 
to  the  one  restriction  tbat  it  cannot  be  finally  considered 
and  passed  until  after  the  advertising.  The  reference  back 
to  your  Committee  does  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  adver- 
tising now  in  progress.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  yesterday, 
inquiring,  on  behalf  of  your  Committee,  with  respect  to  a 
proposed  ordinance  authorizing  an  extension  of  the  con- 
tract between  the  City  and  Edwin  H.  Vare,  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  South  Broad  Street  Boulevard. 

Mr.  Vare  has  been  advised  by  counsel  of  the  very  highest 
standing  that  he  is  entitled,  both  morally  and  legally,  to 
an  extension  of  his  late  contract,  as  fast  as  the  City  is 
ready  to  supply  the  money,  until  the  entire  work  in  ques- 
tion is  completed.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  N"o.  4  issued  a  special  injunction  prohibiting; 
payment  for  work  performed  under  one  extension  of  his 
contract.  There  has  been  no'  final  decree  in  this  case,  and 
the  questions  involved  have  not  been  passed  upon  by  the 
Supreme  Court.  The  money  due  for  that  work  was  paid 
under  an  ordinance  of  Councils,  the  effect  of  which  is 
that  the  proceeding  has  become  substantially  dead,  because 
9 
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it  only  related  to  the  supplemental  contract  under  whicli 
the  money  was  then  due. 

I  a.ni  informed  thatMr.  Vare's  counsel  applied  to  counsel 
for  plaintiff  in  that  case,  and  requested  that  the  bill  should 
be  amended  so  that  the  entire  question,  not  only  with 
respect  to  the  supiplemental  contract  already  mentioned, 
but  as  to  future  rights,  might  be  considered ;  but  he  did 
not  meet  with  success  and  the  bill  has  not  been  amended. 

Under  these  circumstances  we  are  met  with  conflicting 
claims.  The  questions  at  issue  are  important  in  them- 
selves, and  it  is  desirable  that  a  final  decision  on  the  sub- 
ject should  be  procured  for  the  guidance  of  the  City's 
ofiicers.  On  the  one  hand,  the  right  to  extend  the  contract 
is  denied,  and  on  the  other,  Mr.  Vare  insists  that  the  City 
has  no  right  to  readvertise  and  award  a  contract  else- 
where. It  seems  to  me  proper,  therefore,  that  the  pending 
ordinance,  or  some  similar  action^  should  be  taken  in  order 
that,  if  further  objection  be  made,  the  question  may  be 
settled  by  our  highest  court,  not  only  in  connection  with 
the  work  on  Broad  street,  but  also  for  our  guidance  in  the 
future.

ent tax  rate  of  the  City  and  any  immediate  necessity 
for  an  increased  taxation  of  the  citizens  may  thus  be 
anticipated  and  avoided. 

Resolved,  That  said  Committee  is  also  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  consider  and  report  from  time  to  time 
to  these  Councils  upon  all  legislative  matters  concerning 
or  affecting  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  that  any  expenses 
incident  hereto  be  charged  against  Item  Y,  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  the  Clerks  of  Councils,  and  that  Joint 
Rule  ISTo.  30  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  suspended,  so 
that  the  Clerks  of  Councils  may  present  this  reso- 
lution to  the  Mayor  for  his  approval  or  disapproval.

Genti,emen  : — After  consulation  with  the  City  Solic- 
itor and  Director  Grady,  of  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries,  the  following  statement  in  explanation 
of  the  various  measures  relating  to  the  development  and 
improvement  of  the  water-front  has  been  prepared,  and 
I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  the  same  to  your  Honorable 
Bodies  for  your  information.  The  statement  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

Several  bills  relating  to  the  water-front  of  the 
City  are  pending  in  Councils,  and  to  understand  these 
properly  it  is  necessary  to  understand  their  relation 
to  each  other  and  to  the  property  which  the  City 
now  owns.  This  statement  is  therefore  prepared  for 
the  information  of  the  members  of  Councils  called 
upon  to  vote  on  the  subject,  and  also  for  the  infonna- 
tion  of  their  constituents. 

The  City  now  owns  the  property  at  the  foot  of 
Dock  street,  about  109  feet,  and  also  a  tract  9-1-  feet 
lOf  inches  wide  extending  northward  from  Dock 
street,  making  together  (without  taking  into  consid- 
eration fractions  of  an  inch)  203  feet  11  inches.  Sep- 
arated from  this  is  the  property  at  the  foot  of  Spruce 
street,  50  feet  wide,  so  that  the  water-front  in  that 
neighborhood  which  the  City  owns  is  253  feet  11 
inches. 

While  an  ordinance  Avas  passed  some  years  ago  pro- 
viding for  the  construction  of  a  pier  in  front  of  the 
Dock  street  property,  the  law  regulating  the  width 
of  docks  between  piers  does  not  now  permit  the  con- 
struction of  a  pier  at  that  point,  so  that  none  can 
now  be  constructed  there ;   and  even  if  we  had  the 
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legal  right  to  construct  tliem,  thej  are  subject  to  cer- 
tain long  leases  which  are  to  be  surrendered  if  the 
proj^osed  plan  is  carried  out.  The  City  also  owns 
property  at  Christian  street,  which  is  so  located  in 
the  bend  of  the  river  that  no  pier  of  any  value  can 
be  constructed  there. 

It  is  proposed  to  sell  the  property  north  of  Dock 
street  (94  feet  11  inches),  and  the  Christian  street 
property,  and  with  the  proceeds  buy  the  space  between 
Dock  and  Spruce  streets,  99  feet  -if  inches,  and  the 
space  immediately  south  of  Spruce  street,  99  feet 
6|  inches,  altogether  199  feet,  which,  with  the  width 
of  Dock  street,  109  feet,  and  Spruce  street,  50  feet, 
will  make  358  feet  of  continuous  water-front,  and 
in  the  sale  of  the  part  north  of  Dock  street  to  reserve 
the  water  rights  of  32  feet  of  the  frontage,  making 
a  continuous  length  of  water  of  390  feet. 

It  will  be  readily  understood  that  a  continuous 
length  of  water-front,  with  the  right  to  constract  a 
pier  extending  from  it  into  the  river,  is  much  more 
valuable  than  the  same  length  of  water-front  divided 
into  several  pieces  upon  which  there  are  bulkheads 
only,  and  without  the  right  to  construct  a  pier.  In 
fact,  after  the  exchange,  we  will  have  about  58  feet 
more  water-front  than  at  present,  without  considering 
the  32  feet  of  water  rights  reserved ;  and  it  will  all  be 
continuous  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  Dock  and 
Spruce  streets  instead  of  separated  in  pieces,  of  which 
one  is  at  Christian  street.  It  is  proposed  to  con- 
struct a  modern  pier  between  Dock  and  Spruce  streets, 
to  be  160  feet  wide  and  to  extend  into  the  river  a 
distance  in  excess  of  580  feet.  There  will  be  a  clear 
water  space  between  this  pier  and  Pier  ]^o.  14, 
which  is  the  next  pier  northward,  of  222  feet.  That 
part  of  this  space  which  is  to  be  sold,  if  pur- 
chased by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  will 
be  used  for  railroad  car  floats.  "When  the  pier  is 
not  in  use  four  floats  may  be  stationed  at  the  bulk- 
head, but  when  the  water  is  needed  for  the  purposes 
of  the  pier  or  any  vessel  connected  with  it,  there 
will  be  but  three,  leaving  for  the  use  of  the  City's 
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pier,  approximately  110  feet  between  the  pier  and 
the  three  remaining  floats;  but  from  the  ends  of  the 
floats  which  extend  only  about  205  feet  into  the  river^ 
out  to  tlie  end  of  this  long  pier,  a  distance  of  375 
feet,  the  water  will  be  entirely  clear,  except  as  it 
may  be  needed  for  the  actual  passage  of  the  floats. 
This  space  will  be  ample  for  vessels  of  the  largest 
size  which  are  likely  to  be  accommodated  at  that  point. 

It  must  not  be  forgotten,  however,  by  any  who 
think  that  we  need  more  water  space  there,  that  we 
are  not  now  considering  whether  it  may  be  desirable 
to  own  five  hundred  or  one  thousand  feet,  or  the  en- 
tire river  front.  The  real  question  is  whether  we 
are  profiting  or  losing  by  an  exchange  of  land. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be  said  that  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  Pennsylvania  Rairoad  Compan^^  will 
be  the  purchaser  of  the  City's  property  which  is  to 
be  sold.  The  real  purpose  is  to  make  an  exchange,  and 
if  the  law  permitted  it,  this  would  be  done  in  ex- 
l^ress  terms.  The  law,  however,  requires  us  to  sell 
property  at  public  sale. 

Another  ordinance  provides  for  the  purchase  of 
property  north  of  Vine  street.  The  City  already  owns 
a  small  pier  near  Callowhill  street.  It  also  owns  the 
space  at  the  foot  of  Vine  street,  which  is  105  feet 
wide ;  but  there  is  a  pier  immediately  adjoining  this 
to  the  south,  so  that  it  can  only  be  used  as  a  bulk- 
head. The  ordinance  already  passed  authorizes  the 
purchase  of  the  entire  property  between  Vine  street 
and  the  City's  pier  at  Callowhill  street ;  of  the  price 
there  can  be  no  complaint.  By  this  Ave  not  only  se- 
cure the  actual  water  space,  and  also  save  the  land 
damages  for  the  widening  of  Delaware  avenue  to 
the  width  of  150  feet,  but  also  make  effective  and 
useful  the  property  which  the  City  already  owns. 
That  which  is  now  a  mere  bulkhead  will  become  a 
very  useful  dock  in  connection  with  the  pier  to  be 
built  just  north  of  it  upon  the  newly  purchased  prop- 
erty, and  we  thus  make  an  additional  gain  by  this 
purchase.  This  apparently  stands  as  a  separate  prop- 
osition; but  as  a  matter  of  fact,  unless  the  Pennsyl- 
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vania  Eailroad  Company  can  make  the  exchange  iu 
the  neighborhood  of  Dock  street,  and  thns  secure  to 
itself  the  width  of  land  which  it  requires  at  that  spot, 
so  that  it  will  not  be  dispossessed  at  the  termination 
of  its  lease,  it  is  unwilling  to  sell  the  Vine  street 
property;  so  that  if  it  be  required  to  vacate  that 
which  it  now  holds  under  lease,  it  may  remove  to 
the  property  and  use  it  for  its  own  purposes.  These 
several  transactions  are  all  thus  tied  together,  and  if 
consummated  will  enable  the  City  to  build  two  com- 
modious piers,  and  add  four  fine  docks  to  the  present 
capacity  of  the  port  for  trans-atlantic  and  coastwise 
business,  and  it  is  hoped  will  meet  with  no  undue 
delay.

RESOLUTION 

Postponing  temporarily  consideration  of  animal  appropria- 
tion bills. 

Whereas,  By  the  terms  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  of  Penn- 
sylvania, approved  June  11,  1879,  the  City  Controller  is 
required  to  furnish  to  Citv  Councils  an  estimate  of  the 
needs  of  all  departments  of  the  City  Governnieut  for  each 
calendar  year,  and  that  the  City  Councils,  in  making  annual 
appropriations  for  any  year,  shall  restrict  the  total  amount 
of  all  such  appropriations  to  the  aggregate  of  the  estimates 
so  furnished  by  the  City  Controller ; 

And  WherExVS.  By  the  same  Act  of  Assenddy  the  City 
Controller  is  prohibited  from  couutersio-ning  warrants 
dra^^^l  upon  an^^  appropriation  until  all  the  annual  anpro- 
priation  bills  have  been  passed  by  Councils  and  until  the 
total  of  said  a^jpropriations  is  brought  within  the  Control- 
ler's estimate  for  such  year;  and  it  is  further  provided,  that 
anv  appropriation  or  expenditure  in  excess  of  the  total  of 
said  Controller's  estimates  shall  be  void  and  shall  have  no 
binding  force  upon  the  municipality; 
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And  Whereas,  These  Councils  desire  to  obey  the  man- 
date of  said  Act  of  Assembly  and  to  comply  with  the  law 
regulating  the  government  of  the  City ;  now^  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  these  Councils  postpone  con- 
sideration of  all  appropriation  bills  for  1909  now  on  the 
appendix  until  all  bills  carrying  annual  appropriations  for 
said  year  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  printed  in  the  Appendix.

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the   City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — In  presenting  for  your  approval  the  ap- 
propriation bills  for  the  year  1909,  your  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance deems  wise  to  make  a  brief  statement  of  the  dif- 
ficulties that  confronted  it  in  considering  the  departmental 
estimates  and  show  concisely  the  financial  requirements 
of  the  municipality.  It  seems  fair  to  presume  at  the  out- 
set that  the  members  fully  realize  the  tremendous  growth 
and  development  of  our  City,  which  has  been  engaged  di- 
rectly or  indirectly,  within  a  very  recent  period,  in 
vast  metropolitan  enterprises  that  have  commanded  the  at- 
tention of  municipal  authorities  everywhere,  and  which 
necessarily  have  greatly  enlarged  the  Sinking  Fund  and 
maintenance  charges. 

The  aggregate  amount  estimated  as  necessary  by  the  sev- 
eral departments  of  the  municipality  during  the  year  1909 
largely  exceeds  the  sum  available  for  appropriation.  This 
is  not  unusual,  but  the  discrepancy  is  more  apparent 
than  heretofore,  inasmuch  as  the'  funds  subject  to  appro- 
priation are  continually  lessening  through  the  increase  of 
what  are  known  as  the  "fixed  charges."  This  term  as  de- 
fined by  the  City  Controller  only  covers  such  sums  as  are 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury  for  specific  purposes  by  the 
State ;    interest  and  Sinking  Fund  charges  on  outstanding, 
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loans;  the  five  mills  allotment  to  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  and  a  sum  which  is  arbitrarily  set  aside  for  the 
jDayment  of  mandamuses.  In  addition  to  these  items,  we 
find  that  in  active  practice  many  more  ''fixed  charges" 
arise,  which  necessarily  reduce  the  amount  subject  to  gen- 
eral appropriation  far  below  the  limit  ascertained  by  the 
Controller. 

Among  such  charges  are  salaries  fixed  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, the  Courts,  or  by  law — the  last  covering  certain  elec- 
tive officers  whose  salaries  though  fixed  by  ordinance  cannot 
be  changed  by  Councils  during  the  term  for  which  they  are 
elected ;  the  payment  of  contracts  for  electric  lighting, 
cleaning  streets,  collection  of  garbage,  gasoline  lamps  and 
the  repairing  of  streets  occupied  by  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company — the  last  being  the  sum  of  $500,000  per 
annum  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by  said  Company  and 
credited  as  available  by  the  City  Controller,  but  which  un- 
der terms  of  agreement  with  that  company  cannot  be  di- 
verted to  any  other  purpose. 

Hence,  exclusive  of  the  charges  regarded  as  fixed  by  the 
Controller,  which  amount  to  $6,711,323.23,  against  which 
mnst  be  given  a  credit  of  $156,250,  a  Sinking  Fund  charge 
which  is  assumed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  the 
estimated  budget  for  1909,  called  for  an  aggregate  of 
$28,456,669.54,  as  against  the  Controller's  estimated  limit 
of  appropriations  of  $16,422,794.68.  From  this  must  be  de- 
ducted the  fixed  charges  not  contemplated  by  the  City's 
bookkeeper,  and  which  have  heretofore  been  referred  to, 
namely :

These    items    which    are    regarded    properly    as    fixed 
charges  reduce  the  amount  available  for  general  appro- 
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priation  to  $11,714,840,46,  with  which  it  is  desired  to 
meet  fairl}^  and  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  the  esti- 
mates aggregating  (less  the  same  amounts)  about 
$23,750,000.  In  these  figures  reference  to  the  amount 
allotted  to  public  education  is  omitted  for  the  present. 

A  scrutiny  of  the  estimates  revealed  that  there  were  con- 
templated new  places  apjDroximating  a  half  million  dollars 
and  increases  in  salaries  that  would  total  another  quarter 
million.  Many  of  these  new  positions  are  undoubtedly 
needed,  and  many  of  the  proposed  increases  in  salary  are 
doubtless  deserved,  but  your  Committee  after  careful  and 
lengthy  consideration  were  not  allowed ;  holding  that 
all  such  matters  would  have  to  receive  attention  outside  of 
the  annual  appropriations.  The  greatest  increases  in  the 
new  places  which  were  thus  refused  included  200  new 
patrolmen,  the  necessity  for  which  may  be  readily  admit- 
ted. Ten  years  ago  the  police  force  numbered  2,191  men, 
and  the  Bureau  of  Fire,  437  hosemen  and  laddermen,  and 
while  in  1909,  the  rolls  will  show  2,715  patrolmen  and  573 
hosemen,  more  men  are  needed  and  could  be  used  to  ad- 
vantage in  both  Bureaus. 

A  large  addition  was  also  asked  to  the  force  of  clerks, 
engineers,  etc.,  in  the  Bureau  of  Water,  where  it  is  claimed 
that  the  enlargement  of  the  filter  capacity  renders  such 
necessary.  A  further  study  of  the  estimates  disclosed  that 
permanent  improvements  were  contemplated,  amounting 
approximately  to  $6,500,000,  which  owing  to  the  financial 
condition  of  the  City  could  not  be  allowed  at  this  time, 
more  especially  since  heretofore  matters  of  this  character 
have  been  cared  for  in  permanent  loans ;  with  the  setting 
aside  of  increases  in  salaries,  new  places  and  permanent 
improvements,  a  total  reduction  in  the  estimates  was  ef- 
fected in  round  figures  of  $7,250,000. 

Your  Committee  then  addressed  itself  to  the  items  that 
were  regarded  as  of  paramount  necessity,  such  as  food- 
stuffs for  the  poor,  the  sick  and  insane,  and  to  these  items 
was  appropriated  practically  the  same  amount  that  was 
spent  during  the  entire  year  1908,  and  in  some  cases  the 
allowances  were  substantially  increased.  Economy  of  the 
strictest  kind  was  exercised  in  providing  for  items  which 
could  be  reduced  without  immediate  detriment  to  the  public 
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service,  and  which,  if  emergency  demanded,  could  be  re- 
plenished later  in  the  year. 

However,  while  the  immediate  and  urgent  needs  of  the 
Departments  are  met  in  the  appropriations  for  next  year, 
the  Committee  desires  at  this  time  to  refer  briefly  to  the 
fiscal  conditions  of  the  City  during  the  last  few  years,  so 
that  there  may  become  apparent  the  increasing  difliculty  of 
making  the  available  funds  suffice  for  municipal  expendi- 
tures which  threatens  in  time  to  lead  to  a  wholesale  reduc- 
tion in  salaries  and  w^iges,  and  ultimately  to  an  increase  in 
taxation ;  for  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident,  due 
to  the  growth  and  needs  of  the  City  largely  beyond  the 
control  of  Councils  or  of  the  City  authorities,  that  the  fixed 
charges  are  steadily  absorbing  the  revenues  of  the  City. 
Within  less  than  ten  years  the  people  have  voted  almost 
$00,000,000  for  permanent  improvements  and  to  carry 
this  amount  of  loan,  approximately  $3,750,000  is  needed 
annually. 

Moreover,  there  must  be  reckoned  the  increased  cost  of 
physical  maintenance  in  addition  to  the  large  Sinking 
Fund  and  interest  charges  entailed  by  these  great  public 
undertakings.  This  is  notably  true  of  filtration.  After 
many  years  of  investigation  and  debate,  a  commission  of 
manufacturers  and  merchants  recommended  the  purifica- 
tion of  the  water  supply  by  means  of  slow  sand  filtration, 
and  ten  years  ago  the  sum  of  $12,000,000  was  voted  to  be- 
gin this  work,  the  people  thus  manifesting  their  approval 
of  the  plan  by  a  large  majority. 

In  the  year  1900  work  was  begun  on  the  filtration,  ex- 
tension and  improvement  of  the  water  supply,  and  from 
time  to  time  further  loans  were  authorized  by  the  people,  so 
that  since  that  time  there  have  been  spent  for  filtration, 
$24,125,500;  for  extension,  $1,170,180;  and  for  im- 
provement, $1,060,145,  with  a  balance  of  loan  still  avail- 
able of  $944,175.  With  loans  previously  authorized  there 
are  now  outstanding  water  loans  amounting  to  about 
$27,000,000.  The  Sinking  Fund  and  interest  charges  on 
this  amount  of  loan  are  about  $1,000,000  annually. 

Under  date  of  :N'ovember  27,  1908,  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Water  states  that  the  total  cost  of  operating  the 
Bureau  this  year  will  be  $2,537,079.33,  while  the  total 
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recei^Dts  will  be  $4,122,977.57,  so  that  the  work  of  the 
filtration,  extension  and  improvement  of  the  water  supply 
has  added  such  an  additional  expense  as  to  change  what 
has  heretofore  been  a  profit  into  a  deficiency. 

As  a  result  of  continued  agitation  the  General  Assembly 
of  Pennsylvania,  at  the  session  of  1905,  enacted  laws 
whereby  the  Board  of  Public  Education  was  given  the  fixed 
sum  of  five  mills  on  the  total  assessment  of  real  property, 
and  this  has  resulted  in  an  enormous  increase  in  the  annual 
appropriation  to  that  body,  beginning  with  the  year  1906, 
as  the  following  table  will  show  (loan  money  not  being  in- 
cluded) :

The  average  annual  appropriation  for  the  years  preced- 
ing the  new  law  was  $4,132,480.67,  exclusive  of  loans ;  the 
average  annual  appropriation  under  the  five  mills  allot- 
ment is  $6,329,500 — an  increase  of  more  than  two  mil- 
lions annually. 

While  your  Committee  does  not  wish  at  this  time  to  en- 
ter exhaustively  into  the  matter  of  the  growth  of  the  fixed 
charges  beyond  the  control  of  Councils,  there  is  yet  another 
item  of  cost  that  necessarily  assumes  prominence  in  any 
discussion  of  the  fiscal  liabilities.  In  the  special  session 
of  1906,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  en- 
acted in  the  interest  of  purer  elections,  laws  which  are 
popularly  known  as  the  'Personal  Registration  Act"  and 
"Uniform  Primaries  Act."  Under  the  Primary  Election 
law  the  Commonwealth  assumes  all  cost  of  this  expression 
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of  the  people's  will.  In  actual  practice,  however,  it  has 
been  found  that  the  State  practically  always  is  indebted  to 
the  City  to  the  ecstent  of  about  $100,000.  The  personal 
registration  of  voters  cost  the  City  this  year  $314,500,  and 
in  1909  will  cost  $318,250,  outside  of  extra  clerical  help  in 
the  office  of  the  City  Commissioners,  so  that  practically 
$400,000  is  removed  from  appropriation  for  departmental 
needs  every  year  through  these  two  items  alone. 

With  the  foregoing  and  in  conclusion  the  Committee  sub- 
mits the  following  comparison  of  the  total  amount  appro- 
priated to  the  various  Departments  for  the  present  year, 
with  the  amounts  appropriated  for  1909 :

65 ;  which  includes,  unim- 
paired, certain  lawful  obligations,  estimated  payments  re- 
quired for  mandamus  executions,  and  the  allotment  under 
the  Act  of  1905,  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  leav- 
ing a  balance  unappropriated  of  $69,285.0-4. 

A  careful  examination  of  some  of  the  items  of  the  ordi- 
nances, as  compared  with  the  requirements  of  the  previous 
year,  shows  that  a  sufficient  amount  has  not  been  set  aside 
to  meet  certain  anticipated  expenditures  which  will  here- 
inafter be  enumerated.

year  of  each  department,  board,  commissions,  or 
tnists  connected  with  said  City ;  nor  shall  said  officer 
countersign  any  warrants,  except  as  aforesaid,  until 
the  total  of  all  appropriations,  all  estimates,  and  other 
lawful  obligations  shal  have  been  brought  within  the 
sum  yielded  by  the  tax  levy  and  avera2:e  income  from 
other  sources  ascertained  as  aforesaid;  and  any  ap- 
propriation or  expenditure  in  excess  of  this  total  shall 
be  void,  and  shall  have  no  binding  force  upon  the 
municipality." 
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111  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  above  x\ct  and 
the  fact  that  in  the  closing  of  the  books  of  this  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1908,  a  surphis  over  estimated  receipts 
has  been  determined  of  $2,295,745.89,  I  would  ask  that 
the  following  reduced  appropriations  be  restored  to  the 
original  figures,  which,  after  mature  reflection  and  emi- 
nent legal  advice,  have  been  decided  to  be  mandatory  by 
Acts  of  Assembly.

Dear  Sirs  : — The  undersigned  are  Executors  duly 
qualified  of  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  Meta  Jose- 
phine Conor-Wood,  who  died  in  this  City  on  October  13, 
1908.  The  Will  was  duly  admitted  to  probate  on  Oc- 
tober 19,  1908.  The  second  paragraph  of  the  Will  reads 
as  follows: 

"1  give  and  bequeath  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
Art  Gallery  all  my  pictures,  bronzes,  antique  glass 
and  silver,  bric-a-brac,  statuary,  library  and  parlor 
clocks  and  miniatures,  to  be  kept  together  either  in 
Memorial  Hall  or  in  the  Art  Gallery,  to  be  known  as 
^The  George  and  Meta  Conor-Wood  Collection,'  and  in 
case  and  solely  upon  the  condition  that  the  said  collec- 
tion is  accepted  and  retained,  I  give  and  bequeath  to 
tlie  Girard  Trust  Company  the  sum  of  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  (20,000)  to  hold  the  same  in  tiiist  and  the 
income  therefrom  paid  over  from  time  to  time  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  be  applied  to  the  purchase 
of  pictures  and  statuary  to  be  added  to  the  collection, 
and  to  form  part  thereof.  The  foregoing  fund  I  di- 
rect shall  be  invested  and  reinvested  by  my  Trustee 
solely  in  real  estate,  and  I  hereby  give  my  Trustee 
full  power  to  sell  such  real  estate,  with  authority 
to  make  good  and  sufiicient  deeds  of  conveyance  in 
fee  simple  or  for  any  less  estate,  and  without  obli- 
gation upon  the  purchaser  to  see  to  the  application 
of  the  purchase  moneys.  If  the  above  mentioned  be- 
quest of  pictures  and  other  articles  to  form  the  said 
collection  shall  not  be  accepted  by  the  City,  then  I 
give  and  bequeath  the  same  unto  the  Church  of  the 
Gesu,  at  Eighteenth  and  Stiles  streets,  Philadelphia, 
on  condition  of  their  building  an  Art  Gallery  in  con- 
nection with  their  College,  and  undertaking  to  carry 
out  the  terms  of  this  bequest,  in  which  case  the  said 
Church  shall  receive  the  income  from  the  trust  instead 
of  the  City." 
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In  view  of  the  alternative  gift  to  the  Church  of  the 
Gesu,  if  declined  by  the  City,  as  recited  in  the  foregoing 
paragraph,  may  we  ask  for  an  early  expression  from  the 
proper  representatives  of  the  City  as  to  whether  it  will 
accept  or  decline  to  accept  'the  bequest  embodied  in  the 
paragraph  of  the  "Will  just  quoted? 

The  investigations  of  the  Executors  indicate  that  the 
Estate  is  solvent,  and  while  there  is  little  probability  of 
the  necessity  of  disposing  of  the  items  covered  by  the 
paragraph  quoted  above  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
debts,  the  Executors  are  advised  by  Counsel  that  they 
would  not  be  justified  in  delivering  the  bequest  until  after 
a  year  has  elapsed  from  the  time  of  Mrs.  Wood's  death, 
unless  they  be  furnished  with  the  proper  protection  of  a 
refunding  bond. 

The  paintings  have  been  carefully  arranged  at  the  de- 
cedent's late  residence,  1239  l^orth  Broad  street,  and  we 
shall  hold  ourselves  in  readiness  to  place  any  facilities 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Authorities  for  an  examination  of 
the  items  in  question  if  and  when  it  is  desired  to  make 
it. 

As  the  Will  makes  no  provision  for  the  payment  of  Col- 
lateral Inheritance  Tax,  it  will  have  to  be  paid  by  the 
legatees  before  delivery  of  the  legacies.

To  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  permit 
owTiers  of  property  to  lay  water  pipe  in  front  of  their 
property. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  whenever  an  ordi- 
nance has  been  passed  authorizing  the  laying  of  water 
pipe  and  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  unable  to 
lay  pipe  by  reason  of  lack  of  appropriation  or  inability 
to  furnish  pipe  or  labor  for  the  laying  of  the  same,  then 
the  said  Department  is  authorized  to  grant  permission  to 
owners  of  property  to  lay  water  pipe  in  front  of  their 
property.  The  said  pipe  to  be  laid  under  the  supervision 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Water),  and  without  expense  to  the 
City  of  Philadelj^hia,  except  for  necessary  stop  valves  and 
fire  plugs. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  of  laying 
pipe  as  authorized  in  Section  1,  the  District  Surveyor  shall 
prepare  a  plan  and  file  the  same  in  the  Bureau  of  Water, 
with  the  cost  thereof;  and  no  permit  shall  be  granted  for 
a  connection  therewith  to  any  person  until  a  receipt  has 
been  produced  showing  that  such  person,  or  some  preceding 
owner  of  the  property  desired  to  be  so  connected,  has 
contributed  a  pro  rata  part  of  the  cost  of  its  laying,  which 
prohibition  shall  be  null  and  void  after  the  lapse  of  ten 
years  from  the  laying  of  said  pipe;  but  after  the  lapse 
of  said  period,  any  person  desiring  to  connect  with  said 
water  pipe  shall,  before  a  permit  be  granted,  pay  into 
the  City  Treasury  the  same  amount  he  would  be  required 
to  pay  if  the  said  water  pipe  had  been  originally  laid  by 
the  City. 

Sect.  3.  The  laying  of  water  pipe  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 1,  shall  constitute  the  pipe  so  laid  a  public  pipe  in 
so  far  as  to  relieve  the  owners  of  property  fronting  thereon 
who  have  contributed  to  its  cost  from  all  claims  and  as- 
sessment charges  for  the  future  laying  of  water  pipe  in 
the  same  street. 

Sect.  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 
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AiN"  OKDIKA^TCE 

To  authorize  the  Dej^artmeiit  of  Public  Works  to  permit 
owners  of  property  to  construct  sewers  without  expense 
to  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  (whenever  deemed  to  be  for 
the  interest  of  the  City)  to  grant  permission^  when  desired 
by  them,  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  fronting  on 
any  street  to  construct  a  sewer  in  front  of  their  property: 
Provided,  That  said  sewer  sliall  extend  for  not  less  than 
one  block  or  square  in  length  (except  where  a  summit 
exists  in  the  block,  in  which  case  the  sewer  may  be  con- 
structed from  such  summit  to  the  outlet  sewer),  and  in- 
clude all  necessary  manholes,  inlets  and  intersections,  at 
the  sole  cost  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  and  with- 
out any  cost  or  charge  whatsoever  to  the  City:  And  pro- 
vided further.  That  the  construction  of  said  sewers  shall 
be  done  under  the  direction,  supeiwision  and  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  prepared  by  said  Department,  under  con- 
tracts and  specifications,  to  be  furnished  by  the  Depart- 
ment, which  shall  contain  all  the  usual  requirements  for 
like  contracts  with  the  City. 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  completion  of  a  sewer  as  authorized 
in  Section  1,  the  District  Sui'veyor  shall  prepare  a  plan 
and  file  the  same  in  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  with  the  cost 
thereof;  and  no  permit  shall  be  granted  for  a  connection 
therewith  to  any  person  until  a  receipt  has  been  produced 
showing  that  such  person,  or  some  preceding  owner  of  the 
property  desired  to  be  so  connected,  has  contributed  to 
the  expense  of  its  construction,  which  prohibition  shall 
be  null  and  void  after  the  lapse  of  ten  years  from  the 
completion  of  the  sewer,  but  after  the  lapse  of  said  period 
any  person  desiring  to  connect  with  such  sewer  shall,  be- 
fore a  permit  be  granted,  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the 
same  amount  that  he  would  be  required  to  pay  if  said 
sewer  had  been  originally  constructed  by  the  City. 
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Sect,  3.  The  constructiou  of  a  sewer  as  provided  for  in 
Section  1,  shall  constitute  the  sewer  so  constructed  a  public 
sewer  in  so  far  as  to  relieve  the  owners  of  property  front- 
ing thereon  who  have  contributed  to  its  cost  from  all  claims 
and  assessment  charges  for  the  future  construction  of 
sewers  in  the  same  street. 

Sect.  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 


AN  OEDIN^AN^CE 

To  authorize  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  to  permit  owmers  of  property  to  pave  or  repave 
streets  in  front  of  their  proj)erty  where  the  City  will 
be  at  no  expense. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  be  authorized  and  di-

health  of  the  public  and  makes  the  highways  of  the  City 
unsightly,  and  is  a  source  of  continual  complaint  from 
citizens  using  such  highways;  therefore.

Park  avenue  to  The  Boulevard,  will  pass,  that  at  the  ex- 
piration of  three  months  from  the  date  of  said  notice  said 
street  will  be  required  for  public  use. 

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  security,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  for  the  payment  of  any  damages  which  may 
be  assessed  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  said  street ;  upon 
the  filing  of  said  bond  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  said 
three  months,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  open  said  street.

Common  Councils  of  the   City   of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen: — The  Joint  Special  Committee  on  State 
Legislation  begs  leave  to  make  the  following  preliminary 
report : 

Three  meetings  of  the  Committee  have  been  held,  at 
which,  in  response  to  its  reqnest,  commnnications  were 
received  from  the  heads  of  the  City  and  County  Depart- 
ments giving  suggestions  as  to  what  legislation  they 
deemed  advisable  to  request  the  present  General  Assembly 
to  enact.  The  last  meeting  was  held  at  the  office  of  the 
Mayor,  at  w^hich  were  present  the  Mayor,  the  Directors 
of  the  Departments  of  Public  Safety,  Public  Works, 
Health  and  Charities,  and  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries, 
the  City  Solicitor,  and  the  Recorder  of  Deeds;  all  of 
whom  had  suggested  legislation  and  were  invited  to 
be  present  to  explain  the  same  to  your  Committee.  Copies 
of  all  such  communications  are  attached  hereto.  After 
a  general  discussion  it  was  agreed  that  the  following  pro- 
posed acts  were  worthy  of  the  favorable  consideration  of 
the  State  Legislature  at  the  present  session: 

To  appropriate  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the  sum 
of  $72,428.53  to  reimburse  the  City  for  over-payments 
made  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Norristown  Asylum,  from  May 
31,  1885,  to  May  31,  1889. 

Requiring  midwives  to  be  licensed  and  authorizing  the 
adoption  and  promulgation  of  rules  in  regard  thereto. 

Regulating  the  licensing  of  persons  engaged  in  the  bus- 
iness of  receiving,  boarding,  or  keeping,  infant  children; 
providing  that  such  licenses  shall  be  renewed  annually 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  and 
providing  for  certain  rules  and  regulations. 

Amending  the  indigent  insane  act  so  that  the  State 
shall  pay  hereafter  the  sum  of  $2  per  week  per  person 
instead  of  $1.50  as  at  present. 
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Amending  the  act  requiring  the  reporting  of  certain 
diseases  to  the  health  authorities  by  adding  to  the  list  of 
such  diseases  the  following :  malarial  fever,  puerperal  fever, 
chicken-pox  (varicella),  measles,  mumps,  whooping  cough, 
tuberculosis  (in  any  of  its  diverse  forms),  pneumonia, 
er^^sipelas,  plague  (Bubonic),  trachoma,  tetanus,  glanders, 
hydrophobia   (rabies),  and  anthrax. 

Supplemental  to  the  same  and  other  related  acts  by  add- 
ing a  penal  clause  so  that  the  person  failing  to  observe  its 
requirements  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  less  than  $5  or 
more  than  $100  or  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  60  days. 

Repealing  the  acts  under  which  are  maintained  the  dis- 
trict poor  houses  in  Germantown,  Roxborough,  Bristol, 
and  Oxford  and  Lower  Dublin;  transferring  said  prop- 
erty to  the  City  as  also  the  custody  of  the  poor  of  said 
districts  and  abolishing  the  special  tax  levied  for  said  pur- 
poses. 

Amending  the  Tenement  House  Act  so  that  such  licenses 
shall  be  issued  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Char- 
ities instead  of  by  the  Mayor. 

Regulating  the  sale  of  milk,  providing  for  the  licensing 
of  dealers  and  providing  penalties  for  violations  of  the 
regulations. 

Providing  for  the  appointment  by  the  Mayor  of  an 
official  to  sign  warrants  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  head 
of  a  Department. 

Repealing  the  act  under  which  the  City  may  be  com- 
pelled to  furnish  copy  of  the  notes  of  trial  to  counsel 
for  the  defense. 

To  compel  oAvners  of  lots  abutting  upon  the  public  high- 
way to  fence  the  same  w^here  there  is  an  abrupt  fall  and 
to  grade  back  same  so  as  to  prevent  the  embankment  from 
falling. 

Extending  the  powers  of  the  City  so  that  it  may,  if  nec- 
essary, be  enabled  to  procure  land  outside  its  own  limits 
for  sewage  disposal. 

Compelling  the  examination  and  licensing  of  all  boilers 
by  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection. 

Providing  for  the  licensing  of  all  electrical  operators 
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or  constructors  (approving  the  bill  introduced  in  the  Leg- 
islature recently,  and  which  was  prepared  by  the  Chief 
of  the  Electrical  Bureau). 

Mr.  McAllister  presented  a  copy  of  the  Sealers  of 
Weights  and  Measures  bill  now  on  passage  in  the  House 
of  Representatives.  At  the  suggestion  of  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  it  was  agreed  to  sup- 
port same  with  the  amendment  that  no  new  official  be 
be  created,  but  that  the  work  be  done  by  the  Bureau  of 
Police. 

The  Chairman  also  presented  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
Public  School  Bill — a  document  of  260  pages  and  approx- 
imating 70,000  words.  He  explained  that  a  public  hear- 
ing on  the  measure  would  be  given  on  Tuesday  next,  and 
your  Committee  will  go  to  Harrisburg  on  that  occasion. 

The  Recorder  of  Deeds  explained  the  measures  that  he 
has  had  drafted  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  his  department, 
the  most  important  being  that  hereafter  holders  of  mort- 
gages will  be  compelled  to  give  exact  addresses,  so  that  they 
will  be  unable  to  avoid  payment  of  taxes.  He  also  stated 
that  he  is  now  having  investigated  the  advisability  of  es- 
tablishing a  Bureau  of  Searches,  which  will  do  the  work 
now  done  by  the  great  title  companies  and  bring  in  a 
large  revenue  to  the  City.

Dear  Sir  : — In  partial  reply  to  your  letter  of  January 
7,  I  refer  to  the  following  legislation : 
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1.  The  Bullitt  Act  requires  that  all  warrants  shall  be 
signed  by  the  head  of  a  Department.  Last  year  during 
the  absence  of  Director  Stearns,  this  made  considerable 
embarrassment.  There  ought  to  be  a  provision  for  the 
signing  of  warrants  in  case  of  the  illness  or  absence  of 
the  Director.  I  suggest  an  Act  providing  that  in  the  case 
of  the  illness  or  absence  of  the  Director  or  other  head 
of  Department,  the  Mayor  may  appoint  a  person  to  draw 
the  warrants  and  certify  to  the  Controller  the  fact  of  the 
illness  or  absence,  with  the  name  of  the  person  whom  he 
authorizes  to  sign  the  Avarrants.  I  am  informed  that  the 
same  trouble  occurred  previously  in  the  case  of  the  sick- 
ness of  Director  Thompson,  and  also  in  the  case  of  the 
sickness  of  Director  English. 

2.  An  Act  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Leg- 
islature increasing  the  pay  of  the  Court  Stenographers, 
and  in  addition  to  this,  providing  that  upon  the  require- 
ment of  the  Cburt  they  should  furnish  a  copy  of  the  notes 
of  the  trial  to  counsel  on  both  sides,  to  be  paid  for  by  the 
County.  I  objected  very  strenuously  to  this,  and  have  de- 
clined to  assist  in  procuring  the  money.  A  suit  by  one 
of  the  stenographers  to  test  the  validity  of  my  objection 
is  now  under  discussion.  I  have  had  some  very  vigorous 
talks  with  the  Judges  on  this  subject,  and  as  a  result  they 
have  repealed  the  rule  they  made,  and  have  not  been  giving 
directions  except  in  particular  cases,  to  furnish  notes,  but 
I  do  not  like  to  have  this  Act  outstanding. 

3.  Another  Act  was  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  providing  for  the  payment  of  counsel  ap- 
pointed by  the  Court  to  defend  persons  charged  with 
murder,  authorizing  the  Court  to  name  the  fee,  not  ex- 
ceeding $200,  for  each  of  two  counsel,  together  with  their 
personal  and  incidental  expenses.  We  have  had  some  liti- 
gation respecting  the  question  as  to  what  should  be  con- 
sidered personal  and  incidental  expenses.  In  some  cases 
claims  were  made  exceeding  $1,000.  The  Courts  of  this 
County,  however,  have  recently  decided  that  the  expenses 
must  be  those  which  are  directly  personal  to  the  counsel 
themselves,  and  not  the  general  expenses  of  defending 
the  case.     I  have  been  told  that  an  effort  will  be  made 
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at  this  session  of  the  Legislature  to  extend  this  Act  so  as 
to  apply  to  expert  witnesses  and  others.  Personally,  I  do 
not  believe  in  the  Act  at  all.  Every  lawyer  is  an  officer 
of  the  Court  and  ought  to  be  willing  to  serve  without  pay 
when  called  upon  by  the  Court,  as  the'  Court  lawfully 
may,  to  protect  human  life,  and  I  have  never  kno^vn  coun- 
sel to  be  unwilling  to  give  this  service.  The  Act  in  ques- 
tion, in  my  opinion,  cheapens  the  professional  standing 
of  counsel ;  nevertheless,  if  limited  to  the  counsel  fee,  it 
is  not  a  serious  matter.  Legislation  on  this  subject  should 
be  watched. 

This  leads  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  faot,  that 
in  my  opinion,  it  is  just  as  important  to  watch  bills  intro- 
duced by  others,  as  it  is  to  introduce  bills  ourselves;  per- 
haps it  is  much  more  important.

]\Iy  Dear  Sir  : — Supplemental  to  my  letter  of  last  week, 
and  in  further  reply  to  yours  of  January  7,  I  call  your  at- 
tention to  the  serious  evil  arising  from  the  cost  of  keeping 
tax  liens  alive  by  revival.  Very  frequently  the  amount  of 
the  costs  greatly  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  taxes,  and  I  am 
subjected  almost  weekly  to  urgent  requests  to  reduce  the 
amount  due  the  city,  which  requests  I  am  unable  to  com- 
ply with.  It  moreover  requires  the  expenditure  of  a  large 
^um  by  the  city  in  the  revival  of  the  claims.  Mt.  Long- 
streth,  of  this  Department,  is  preparing  an  Act  which  he 
will  submit  to  you. 

I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  22nd  section 
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of  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  P.  L.  264,  reaiiires  that  all 
sales  of  real  estate  must  be  public.  It  would  frequently  be 
to  the  advantage  of  the  city  to  make  private  sale  or  ex- 
change. On  last  Friday,  for  instance,  I  was  asked  by  a 
property  owner  whether  an  arrangement  could  not  l>e  made 
to  either  purchase  from  the  city  or  exchange  with  the  city 
by  way  of  squaring  lines,  where  we  own  a  small  triangle  at 
the  corner  of  a  street,  containing  less  than  five  feet  on  each 
of  the  streets.  It  is  entirely  useless  to  the  city.  In  mat- 
ters now  pending  pertaining  to  the  water  front,  it  would 
simplify  matters  to  make  a  direct  exchange  with  the  other 
owners  on  the  street.  You  will  also  recall  the  case  of  the 
fire  house  at  the  corner  of  Sixth  and  Sansom  streets,  where 
the  Curtis  Publishing  'Co.  desired  to  exchange  this  house 
for  another  property.  We  were  compelled  to  go  through 
the  form  of  a  public  sale. 

I  suggest  that  either  the  city  be  allowed  to  make  pri- 
vate sales  in  all  cases,  as  it  may  now  do  in  certain  cases 
relating  to  specific  properties,  or  that  it  should  be  allowed 
to  do  so  with  certain  qualifications  and  restrictions,  such, 
for  instance,  where  the  exchange  of  property  is  concerned, 
or  requiring  the  vote  of  a  certain  majority  of  each  branch 
of  Councils,  where  a  private  sale  is  desired.  Speaking 
for  myself,  however,  it  would  seem  to  me  that  the  pub- 
licity of  proceedings  in  Councils  ought  to  be  protection 
enough  for  the  city.

To  further  amend  the  tenth  section  of  an  act  entitled  "An 
Act  providing  when,  how,  upon  what  property,  and 
to  what  extent,  liens  shall  be  allowed  for  taxes,  and  for 
municipal  improvements,  and  for  the  removal  of  nui- 
sances ;  the  procedure  upon  claims  filed  therefor ;  the 
methods  for  preserving  such  liens  and  enforcing  pay- 
ment of  such  claims;  the  effect  of  judicial  sales  of  the

properties  liened,  and  the  manner  of  distributing'  tlie 
proceeds  of  such  sales,"  approved  the  4th  day  of  Jnne, 
1901,  as  amended  by  the  supplement  to  said  Act  ap- 
proved the  1st  day  of  May,  1907,  by  providing  that 
such  liens  may  also  be  preserved  and  continued  by  filing 
of  record  a  suggestion  of  non-payment  and  averment 
of  default  and  having  the  same  indexed  on  the  locality 
and  judgment  indexes. 

Whereas,  The  costs  of  reviving  and  continuing  liens 
under  the  Act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  are  so  heavy 
and  onerous  that  the  costs  of  reviving  a  few  of  them  against 
the  same  property  in  many  instances  exceed  the  value 
thereof ; 

And  Whereas,  It  is  desired  that  such  liens  may  be  re- 
vived and  continued  at  a  lesser  cost,  pending  such  de- 
velopment and  improvement  in  the  locality  as  may  make 
such  lots  and  properties  saleable  and  marketable;  there- 
fore ; 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  Section  10  of  an 
act  entitled  ''An  Act  providing  when,  how,  upon  what  prop- 
erty, and  to  what  extent,  liens  shall  be  allowed  for  taxes, 
and  for  municipal  improvements,  and  for  the  removal  of 
nuisances ;  the  procedure  upon  claims  filed  therefor ;  the 
methods  for  preserving  such  liens  and  enforcing  payment 
of  such  claims ;  the  effect  of  judicial  sales  of  the  properties 
liened,  and  the  manner  of  distributing  the  proceeds  of 
such  sales,"  approved  the  4th  day  of  June,  1901,  which  as 
amended  by  the  Act  of  May  1,  1907,  now  reads  as  fol- 
lows : 

''Sect.  10.  Claims  for  taxes,  water  rates,  lighting 
rates  and  sewer  rates  must  be  filed  in  the  Cburt  of 
Common  Pleas  of  the  County  in  which  the  property 
is  situated,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  the  third 
calendar  year  after  that  in  which  the  taxes  or  rates 
are  first  payable;  and  oiher  municipal  claims  must 
be  filed  in  said  Court,  v.ithin  six  months  from  the 
time  the  work  was  done  in  front  of  the  particular 
property,  where  the  charge  against  the  property  is 
assessed  or  made  at  the  time  the  work  is  authorized; 
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within  six  months  after  the  completion  of  the  improve- 
ment, where  the  assessment  is  made  by  the  munic- 
ipality upon  all  the  properties  after  the  completion  of 
the  improvement;  and  within  six  months  after  con- 
firmation by  the  Court,  where  confirmation  is  re- 
quired; the  certificate  of  the  surveyor,  engineer  or 
other  officer  supervising  the  improvement,  filed  in  the 
proper  office,  being  conclusive  of  the  time  of  comple- 
tion thereof,  but  he  being  personally  liable  to  any  one 
injured  by  any  false  statement  therein.  A  number 
of  years'  taxes  or  rates  of  different  kinds,  if  payable 
to  the  same  plaintiff,  may  be  included  in  one  claim. 
Upon  each  tax  or  municipal  claim  a  writ  of  scire 
facias,  in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth,  must  issue 
within  five  years  from  its  filing,  and  verdict  must  be 
recovered  or  judgment  entered  on  the  scire  facias 
within  five  years  after  it  is  issued.  Final  judgment 
must  be  entered  on  the  verdict  within  five  years  after 
its  recovery.  After  judgment  is  entered  it  must  be 
revived  by  ■s^'rit  of  scire  facias  to  revive  the  judgment ; 
or  by  judgment  thereon  within  each  recurring  period 
of  five  years.  If  a  claim  be  not  filed  within  the  time 
aforesaid,  or  if  it  be  not  prosecuted  in  the  manner 
and  at  the  times  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  wdiolly  lost: 
Provided,  however,  If  a  verdict  be  recovered  before  a 
jury  after  trial  or  judgment  be  entered  on  such  ver- 
dict, the  lien  thereof  shall  continue  for  five  years  from 
such  recovery  or  entry,  though  a  new  trial  be  granted 
or  the  judg-ment  be  reversed  on  appeal." 
shall  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  10.  Claims  for  taxes,  water  rates,  lighting  rates 
and  sewer  rates  must  be  filed  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  of  the  County  in  which  the  property  is  situated, 
on  or  before  the  last  day  of  the  third  calendar  year  after 
that  in  which  the  taxes  or  rates  are  first  payable ;  and  other 
municipal  claims  must  be  filed  in  said  Court,  within  six 
months  from  the  time  the  work  was  done  in  front  of  the 
particular  property,  where  the  charge  against  the  prop- 
erty is  assessed  or  made  at  the  time  the  work  is  author- 
ized; within  six  months  after  the  completion  of  the  im-

provement,  where  the  assessment  is  made  by  the  munic- 
ipality upon  all  the  properties  after  the  completion  of  the 
improvement;  and  within  six  months  after  confirmation 
by  the  Court,  where  confirmation  is  required;  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  surveyor,  engineer  or  other  officer  super- 
vising the  improvement,  filed  in  the  proper  of&ce,  being 
conclusive  of  the  time  of  completion  thereof,  but  he  being 
personally  liable  to  any  one  injured  by  any  false  state- 
ment therein.  A  number  of  years'  taxes  or  rates  of  dif- 
ferent kinds,  if  payable  to  the  same  plaintiff,  may  be  in- 
cluded in  one  claim.  Upon  each  tax  or  municipal  claim 
a  writ  of  scire  facias,  in  the  form  hereinafter  set  forth, 
must  issue  within  five  years  from  its  filing,  and  verdict 
must  be  recovered  or  judgment  entered  on  the  scire  facias 
within  five  years  after  it  is  issued.  Final  judgment  must 
be  entered  on  the  verdict  within  five  years'  after  its  re- 
covery. After  judgment  is  entered,  it  must  be  revived 
by  writ  of  scire  facias  to  revive  the  judgment,  or  by  judg- 
ment thereon  within  each  recurring  period  of  five  years. 
If  a  claim  be  not  filed  within  the  time  aforesaid,  or  it 
be  not  prosecuted  in  the  manner  and  at  the  times  aforesaid, 
it  shall  be  w^holly  lost :  Provided,  however^  If  a  verdict  be 
recovered  before  a  jury  after  trial  or  judgment  be  entered 
on  such  verdict,  the  lien  therefor  shall  continue  for  five 
years  from  such  recovery  or  entry,  though  a  new  trial 
be  granted  or  the  judgment  be  reversed  on  appeal:  And 
provided  further,  That  the  claimant  may,  at  his  option, 
revive  and  continue  the  lien  of  any  claim  filed  hereunder, 
or  of  any  judgment  or  judgements  of  revival  obtained 
thereon  by  filing  of  record  in  the  case  a  suggestion  of  non- 
payment and  averment  of  default  at  any  time  within  five 
years  of  the  filing  of  the  claim  or  of  the  issuing  of  any  writ 
of  scire  facias  thereon  or  of  the  last  judgTuent  obtained 
thereon,  or  within  five  years  of  filing  a  prior  suggestion  of 
non-payment  and  averment  of  default.  The  suggestion 
and  averment  shall  be  in  the  following  form,  under  the 
caption  of  the  claim : 

"And  now,    the 

claimant,  by his  solicitor, 

suggests  of  record  that  the  above  claim  is  still  due 
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and  ov.'ing  to  tlie  claimant,  and  avers  that  the  owner 
is  still  in  default  for  non-payment  thereof.  The 
Prothonotarj  is  hereby  directed  to  enter  this  sug- 
gestion and  averment  on  the  mechanics'  lien  docket 
of  the  claim,  and  also  to  index  it  upon  the  judgment 
index  and  on  the  locality  index  of  the  Court,  for  the 
purpose  of  continuing  the  lien  of  the  claim. 

Such  suggestion  and  averment  must  be  signed  by  the 
■solicitor  or  chief  executive  officer  of  the  claimant.  The 
Prothonotary  shall  docket  and  index  the  suggestion  and 
averment  as  directed  therein,  and  for  such  services  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  fee  of  fifty  cents,  to  be  taxed  and  col- 
lected as  other  costs  in  the  claim.  The  filing  and  indexing  of 
such  suggestion  and  averment  within  five  years  of  filing  the 
•claim  or  of  the  issuing  of  any  wo-it  of  scire  facias  thereon, 
or  of  any  judgment  thereon  or  the  filing  of  any  prior  sug- 
gestion and  averment  of  default  shall  have  the  same  force 
and  effect  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  and  preserving 
the  lien  of  the  claim  as  though  a  writ  of  scire  facias  had 
been  issued  or  a  judgTaent  or  judgment  of  revival  had  been 
obtained  within  such  period:  Provided,  That  no  writ  of 
levari  facias  shall  be  issued  upon  a  claim  for  purpose  of 
exposing  the  property  liened  to  Sheriff's  sale,  except  after 
a  judgment  shall  have  been  duly  obtained  upon  the  claim 
as  provided  in  this  section,  and  such  judgment  must  have 
been  obtained  within  five  years  of  the  issuance  of  the  levari 
facias.  Whenever  the  lien  of  a  claim  has  been  revived 
and  continued  by  the  filing  and  indexing  of  a  suggestion 
and  averment  of  default,  the  claimant  may,  at  any  time 
within  five  years  therefrom  issue  a  writ  of  scire  facias 
thereon  reciting  all  suggestions  and  averments  of  default 
since  the  last  prior  judgment,  or  if  no  judgment  has  been 
"obtained,  then  reciting  all  suggestions  and  averments  of 
default  filed  since  the  filing  of  the  claim  and  shall  proceed 
to  recover  verdict  and  judgment  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
subject  to  the  right  of  the  owner  to  raise  any  defence  aris- 
ing since  the  last  judgment.

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  your  request  to  advise 
you  of  the  legislation  desired  for  the  better  conduct  of 
this  Department,  I  would  state  that  the  most  important 
legislation  is  the  enactment  of  a  milk  law  compelling  every 
distributor  of  milk  and  its  food  derivatives  to  procure  a 
license  in  order  that  we  may  have  an  accurate  directory 
of  the  milk  dealers  in  the  city.  This  act  has  been  pre- 
pared ;  please  find  a  copy  herewith  enclosed.  I  might 
state  that  this  office  has  been  in  communication  with  a 
large  number  of  milk  dealers  in  the  city,  including  the 
Milk  Dealers'  Association,  and  the  act  as  drawn  will  not 
be  opposed  by  them. 

An  act  should  be  drawn  to  license  and  control  midwives, 
as  now  they  are  under  no  control,  and  yet  their  work  is 
along  lines  requiring  the  greatest  skill  and  involving  human 
life.  Midwivcs  should  do  their  work  under  reasonable  rules 
and  regulations  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  safeguard 
the  people.  The  baby  farms  in  the  city  should  also  come 
under  municipal  control.  At  present  I  believe  there  is 
an  ordinance  of  Councils  requiring  the  proprietor  to  ob- 
tain a  license  from  the  magistrate  of  the  police  district 
in  which  the  house  is  located.  AVe  have  been  unable  to 
find  any  record  or  list  of  farms  so  licensed.  These  baby 
farms  should  be  conducted  under  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Board  of  Health  as  not  only  properly  to 
safegTiard  the  health  of  the  children  entrusted  to  their 
care,  but  also  to  enable  us  to  keep  track  of  these  children, 
and  prevent  their  being  disposed  of  for  immoral  or  other 
purposes. 

Dealers  in  second-hand  clothes  should  have  their  places 
disinfected  periodically.  This,  however,  I  think  might 
be  covered  by  police  regailation  without  the  necessity  of 
having  an  act  of  legislature  passed. 

The  Tenement  House  Act  of  1907  should  be  amended 
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in  order  that  the  licenses  should  be  issued  from  the  Bureau 
of  Health  instead  of  the  office  of  the  Mayor,  as  the  clerk 
in  charge  of  that  work  has  already  more  than  can  be  attend- 
ed to;  which  fact  has  already  resulted  in  the  past  year  in 
considerable  loss  of  money  to  the  city.  The  expense  of  this 
Division  in  1908  was  $3,600  ;  the  income  from  licenses  was 
$5,849.  If  the  issuing  of  licenses  had  been  prompt,  the  in- 
come would  have  been  increased  by  at  least  $2,000.  This 
amendment  meets  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  and  has 
been  suggested  by  his  License  Clerk. 

If  these  acts  were  passed  and  the  proposed  amendment 
adopted,  we  should  require  a  license  clerk  in  the  Bureau 
of  Health,  but  the  income  would  be  such  that  the  city 
would  be  in  receipt  of  considerable  funds  and  it  would 
not  prove  an  expense  to  the  Department. 

I  personally  feel  that  some  humane  law  should  be  passed 
in  reference  to  the  castration  or  sterilization  of  idiots, 
feeble-minded  and  imbeciles.  This  is  a  delicate  question, 
and  I  do  not  care  to  ask  you  to  pass  upon  it  until  I  have 
received  further  detail  information  from  States  acting 
under  this  law  today.  This  is  an  economic  problem  and 
its  consideration  might  prove  a  great  saving  to  the  De- 
partment in  the  future. 

Legislation  should  be  passed  licensing  and  controlling 
all  places  where  food  is  prepared  or  oifered  for  sale — such 
as  restaurants,  bakeries,  etc. ;  but  I  hesitate  to  ask  for  this, 
l)€cause,  if  such  acts-  were  passed,  the  force  of  the  De- 
partment would  have  to  he  increased  that  proper  inspection 
might  be  made- — something  that  could  not  be  done  with 
the  force  we  have  at  present.  I  personally  believe  that 
if  these  Divisions  were  created  the  income  received  would 
be  quite  sufficient  to  pay  the  extra  expenses  of  inspectors.

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A-N  ACT 


To  amend  the  second  section  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  tO' 
regulate  tenement  houses  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  and 
to  require  those  owning  or  conducting  the  same  to  secure 
a  license  from  the  Mayor ;  making  violations  of  the  Act 
misdemeanors,  and  providing  penalties  for  such  vio- 
lations;" providing  that  such  licenses  shall  be  secured 
from  the  Bureau  of  Health  in  cities  of  the  first  class. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc..  That  the  second  section 
of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  regulate  tenement  houses 
in  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  to  require  those  owning  or 
conducting  the  same  to  secure  a  license  from  the  Mayor; 
making  violations  of  the  Act  misdemeanors,  and  providing 
penalties  for  such  violations/'  approved  the  7th  day  of 
June,  1007,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  of  every  city  of  the  first 
class  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  tenement  house 
licenses  to  those  applicants  who  have  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities 
pertaining  to  tenement  houses,  and  whose  buildings 
fully  meet  all  the  requirements  of  this  act.  When- 
ever the  Mayor  refuses  to  grant  a  license,  he  shall 
forthwith  record  in  detail,  his  reasons  for  such  refusal 
in  a  pro]Der  book,  which  shall  be  a  public  record. 

Each  license  shall  clearly  specify  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  person  authorized  to  conduct  the  ten- 
ement house,  and,  if  such  person  is  not  the  owner, 
the  name  and  address  of  the  owner,  its  location,  the 
number  of  rooms  or  apartments  which  may  be  occu- 
pied for  tenement  purposes,  and  the  date  of  the  ex- 
piration of  the  lease.  Every  license  shall  expire  at 
the  end  of  the  calendar  year  for  which  it  was  issued, 
or  at  any  time  prior  thereto  if  the  person  to  whom  it 
is  issued  ceases  to  conduct  the  said  tenement  house: 
Provided,  however,  That  should  the  person  to  whom 
the  license  has  been  issued  die  during  its  term,  the 
license  shall,   nevertheless,  be  valid  for  thirty  days 
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from  the  date  of  his  cleath,  in  favor  of  his  legal  rep- 
resentative or  of  the  person  to  whom  the  tenement 
house  passes  by  law,  as  the  case  may  be. 

The  Mayor  shall  keep  a  public  record  of  all  the 
tenement  house  licenses  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  The  original  applications  shall  be  pre- 
served for  a  period  of  one  year,  and  shall  be  open  to 
examination  by  the  public. 

The  Mayor  shall  have  the  power  to  revoke  any  li- 
cense upon  the  request  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities,  or  upon  his  own  motion  if  the 
person  to  whom  the  license  was  granted  has  violated 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  said  Department  pertaining  to  ten- 
ement houses,  or  has  failed  at  any  time  within  the 
term  of  the  license  to  maintain  his  tenement  house 
in  the  condition  required  by  this  act  or  by  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  said  Department  pertaining  to 
tenement  houses. 

Any  person  whose  application  for  a  license  has 
been  refused,  or  whose  license  has  been  revoked,  shall 
have  the  right  to  appeal,  within  fifteen  days,  from 
the  decision  of  the  Mayor,  to  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  of  the  proper  County,  and  such  Court  shall 
make  such  order  as  right  and  justice  may  require : 
Provided,  lioivever,  That  such  appeal  shall  not  oper- 
ate to  supersede  any  decision  of  the  Mayor,  pending 
the  entry  of  a  final  order  by  said  Court,  unless  said 
appeal  is  directed  to  operate  as  a  supersedeas  by  said 
Court,  at  a  preliminary  hearing  to  be  held  at  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  provided  bv  its  rules  for  applica- 
tions for  preliminary  injunctions. 

The  charge  for  every  application  for  a  license  shall 
be  two  dollars,  where  the  number  of  rooms  in  the 
tenement  house  for  which  it  is  applied  is  ten  or  under, 
and  five  dollars  in  every  other  case," 

shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

Sect.  2.  The  Bureau  of  Health  of  every  city  of  the 
first  class  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant  tenement  house 
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licenses  to  those  ajDplicaiits  who  have  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  the  miles  and  regulations  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  pertaining 
to  tenement  houses,  and  whose  buildings  fully  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  this  act.  Whenever  the  Bureau  of  Health 
refuses  to  grant  a  license,  it  shall  forthwith  record,  in 
detail,  its  reason  for  such  refusal  in  a  proper  book,  which 
shall  be  a  public  record. 

Each  license  shall  clearly  specify  the  name  and  address 
of  the  person  authorized  to  conduct  the  tenement  house, 
and,  if  such  person  is  not  the  owner,  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  owner,  its  location,  the  number  of  rooms  or 
apartments  which  may  be  occupied  for  tenement  purposes, 
and  the  date  of  the  expiration  of  the  license.  Every  li- 
cense shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  calendar  year  for 
which  it  was  issued,  or  at  any  time  prior  thereto  if  the 
person  to  whom  it  is  issued  ceases  to  conduct  the  said 
tenement  house :  Provided,  however,  That  should  the  person 
to  whom  the  license  had  been  issued  die  during  its  term, 
the  license  shall,  nevertheless,  be  valid  for  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  his  death,  in  favor  of  his  legal  representative 
or  of  the  person  to  whom  the  tenement  house  passes  by  law, 
as  the  case  may  be. 

The  said  Bureau  of  Health  shall  keep  a  public  record 
of  all  the  tenement  house  licenses  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  The  original  applications  shall  be  pre- 
sented for  a  period  of  one  year,  and  shall  be  open  to  ex- 
amination by  the  public. 

The  said  Bureau  of  Health  shall  have  the  power  to  re- 
voke any  license  upon  the  request  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  Charities,  or  upon  its  own  motion  if 
the  person  to  whom  the  license  was  granted  has  violated 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  said  Department  pertaining  to  tenement 
houses,  or  has  failed  at  any  time  within  the  terms  of 
the  license  to  maintain  his  tenement  house  in  the 
condition  required  by  this  act  or  by  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  said  Department  pertaining  to  tenement 
houses. 

Any  person  whose  application  for  a  license  has  been 
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refused,  or  whose  license  has  been  revoked,  shall  have  the 
right  to  appeal,  within  fifteen  days,  from  the  decision  of 
the  said  Bureau  of  Hiealth,  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
of  the  proper  County,  and  such  Court  shall  make  such  order 
as  right  and  justice  may  require:  Provided,  hoivever,  That 
such  appeal  shall  not  operate  to  supersede  any  decision 
of  the  said  Bureau  of  Health,  pending  the  entry  of  a  final 
order  by  said  Court,  unless  said  appeal  is  directed  to  op- 
erate as  a  supersedeas  by  said  Court,  at  a  preliminary  hear- 
ing to  be  held  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided 
by  its  rules  for  applications  for  preliminary  injunctions. 

The  charge  for  every  application  for  a  license  shall  be 
two  dollars,  where  the  number  of  rooms  in  the  tenement 
house  for  which  it  is  applied  is  ten  or  under,  and  five  dol- 
lars in  every  other  case. 


K^  ACT 

Regulating  the  sale  of  milk  and  its  fluid  derivatives  in 
cities  of  the  first  class,  providing  for  the  licensing  of 
those  engaged  in  that  business  and  providing  penalties 
for  the  violation  thereof. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in 
General  Assembly  met  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  au- 
thonty  of  the  same,  That  all  person  or  corporations  deal- 
ing in  milk  or  any  of  its  fluid  derivatives  in  any  city  of 
the  first  class  shall  hereafter  pay  into  the  Bureau  of  Plealth 
the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5)  which  shall  thereupon  entitle 
said  dealer  to  a  license  authorizing  him  to  deal  in  milk 
and  its  fluid  derivatives  in  said  city  of  the  first  class,  and 
license  to  be  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Health  of  said  city 
upon  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid  sum.  Each  dealer  so 
licensed  shall  be  given  a  number  a  record  of  which  shall 
be  kept  in  the  Bureau  of  Health  and  said  license  shall 
be  conspicuously  displayed  in  the  dealer's  chief  place  of 
business :  Provided,  however,  That  all  persons  or  corpora- 
tions who  sell  milk  and  its  fluid  derivatives  in  any  city 
of  the  first  class  but  whose  chief  place  of  business  shall 
26 
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be  outside  of  such  city  sliall  place  the  number  of  said  li- 
cense in  a  conspicuous  place  on  all  vehicles  used  by  them 
for  the  sale  of  milk. 

Sect.  2.  Should  any  person  or  corporation  so  licensed 
fail  to  observe  any  of  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of 
Health  or  any  of  the  ordinances  of  said  city  or  any  of 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  so  far  as  the  said  reg- 
ulations, ordinances,  and  laws  may  relate  to  milk  or  its 
fluid  derivatives,  he  or  it  shall  be  forthwith  notified  by 
the  B'ureau  of  Health  of  said  city.  If  such  person  or 
corporation  still  persists  in  such  breach  or  breaches  for 
a  period  of  five  (5)  days  after  such  notice  left  at  their  prin- 
cipal place  of  business  of  said  person  or  corporation  the 
said  Board  of  Health  shall  have  the  right  to  revoke  said 
license  and  thereafter  the  said  person  or  corporation  shall 
be  deprived  of  the  right  to  carry  on  the  business  of  dealing 
in  milk  or  its  fluid  derivatives  for  a  period  of  one  (1) 
year  from  the  date  of  said  revocation:  Provided,  however. 
That  if  the  said  person  or  corporation  shall  within  five 
(5)  days  after  the  order  of  revocation  file  a  petition  in 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  proper  county  praying 
for  a  review  of  said  order  by  said  Court  said  license  shall 
forthwith  be  reinstated  and  the  whole  case  shall  be  heard 
and  determined  by  the  Court  sitting  as  a  Court  of  Equity 
in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  pleading  and  pro- 
cess as  those  Avhich  follow  a  bill  in  equity. 

Sect.  3.  In  case  any  license  is  revoked  in  the  manner 
herein  provided  the  right  of  any  such  person  or  corpora- 
tion to  a  subsequent  license  shall  rest  in  the  sound  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board  of  Health  for  a  period  of  one  (1) 
year  from  the  date  of  said  revocation,  at  the  expiration 
of  which  time  the  said  party  shall  have  an  absolute  right 
to  a  license  upon  payment  of  the  fee  herein  provided  for. 

Sect.  4.  Any  person  or  corporation  who  shall  deal  in 
milk  or  its  fluid  derivatives  in  any  city  of  the  first  class 
without  first  obtaining  the  license  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  ($50), 
or  undergo  an  imprisonment  of  not  more  than  sixty  (60) 
davs,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court.

Dear  Sie  : — Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  8th  inst., 
I  desire  to  say  that  experience  suggests  that  radical  change 
be  made  in  the  manner  of  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  22d, 
23rd,  35th,  41st  and  42nd  Wards,  payments  for  which 
are  now  divided  between  this  Department  and  Poor  Tax 
Collectors,  over  whom  this  Department  has  no  control 
whatever. 

The  dual  payments — one  part  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
and  another  part  to  a  Poor  Tax  Collector — causes  incon- 
venience, annoyance,  delays  and  expense  to  the  owners  of 
properties  in  the  Wards  above  named  and  is  a  matter  of 
great  inconvenience  and  annoyance  in  the  work  of  thia 
Department. 

The  establishment  of  the  several  Branch  Tax  Offices, 
now  in  successful  operation,  together  with  the  operation 
of  the  Main  Tax  Office,  would  give  greater  facilities  to 
those  who  are  now  required  to  search  out  the  address  of 
a  Poor  Tax  Collector ;  in  addition,  the  w^ork  of  this  De- 
partment would  be  facilitated  if  the  entire  taxes  on  prop- 
erties in  every  Ward  in  the  City  could  be  paid  at  the 
same  moment  and  at  the  same  office. 

Legislative  enactment  should  be  had  to  make  the  pay- 
ments for  the  poor  of  Germantown,  Frankford,  Fox  Chase, 
Tacony,  Holmesburg,  etc.,  on  the  same  basis  as  that  now 
in  vogue  for  that  part  of  the  21st  Ward  embraced  in  Rox- 
borough,  and  it  would  be  a  great  relief  to  the  property 
owners  of  the  Wards  herein  named. 

The  Acts  of  Assembly  relative  to  the  advertising  of  the 
lists  of  delinquent  taxes  would  seem  to  need  revision  by 
the  enactment  of  a  new  law  and  the  repeal  of  those  now 
on  the  statute  books.  One  act  recites  that  the  advertise- 
ment of  such  lists  shall  be  placed  in  not  more  than  two 
newspapers  and  another  act  recites  that  it  shall  be  placed 
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in  five  daily  and  two  Sunday  newspapers,  while  the  ap- 
propriation made  by  Conncils  for  this  Item  is  insnfficieni 
to  procure  the  insertion  of  such  advertisement  in  even  two 
newspapers  of  known  large  circulation. 

Detailed  explanatory  features  of  the  &bove  recommen- 
dations can  perhaps  better  be  had  by  a  personal  interview 
with  you  and  I  shall  be  glad  at  any  time  to  take  up  the 
subject  with  you  when  it  may  meet  your  convenience.

Dear  Sir:— Yours  of  the  8th  instant,  requesting  infor- 
mation as  to  any  necessary  changes  in  legislation  that 
should  be  enacted  by  the  State  Legislature  at  its  present 
session,  received. 

I  would  suggest  that  legislation  be  enacted  which  would 
enable  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  High- 
ways, to  compel  owners  of  lots  abutting  upon  any  highway 
of  the  City,  whether  assessed  at  full  city  rates,  suburban 
rates  or  rural  rates  to  grade  back  such  lots  to  such  depths 
as  would  effectually  prevent  the  falling  of  the  embank- 
ment upon  the  footway  and  would  compel  said  owners 
to  fence  in  all  such  lots  in  a  safe  and  substantial  manner 
or  where  any  lots  abut  upon  a  public  highway  where  there 
is  an  abrupt  fall  that  said  owners  may  be  compelled  to 
erect  a  proper  and  suitable  fencing  so  as  to  prevent  acci- 
dent to  persons  using  the  highways. 

Legislation  should  also  be  enacted  which  would  enable 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways, 
to  summarily  remove  any  obstruction  upon  a  public  high- 
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way  not  authorized  bv  Ordinance  of  Councils;  and  also 
regulating  the  use  of  highways  by  builders. 

This  legislation  should  carry  with  it  authorization  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Highways, 
to  take  summary  action  in  the  event  of  failure  to  comply 
with  notice  and  any  expense  incurred  by  the  Department, 
together  with  such  fines  as  may  be  imposed,  to  be  collectible 
by  lien.  We  have  no  legislation  whatsoever  in  relation 
to  grading  down  lots  or  fencing  them  in  except  where  they 
are  a  nuisance  prejudicial  to  the  public  health,  but  such 
pieces  of  ground  as  above  referred  to  constitute  a  menace 
to  the  public.  The  removal  of  obstructions  of  all  descrip- 
tions should  be  the  subject  of  legislation,  as  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  is  powerless  to  act  in  any  case  of  removal 
of  an  obstruction  such  as  trees,  broken  awning  posts,  im- 
perfect vent  boxes,  building  material  and  other  classes  of 
obstructions,  our  action  being  merely  confined  to  the  ser- 
vice of  a  notice  requesting  the  City  Solicitor  to  take  action 
with  the  invariable  result  that  the  nuisance  is  not  abated 
for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  legislative  action. 

Eeferring  to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  I  would  state  that 
the  only  legislation  which  may  be  required  affecting  the 
operation  of  this  Bureau  is  the  right  of  the  City  to  acquire 
ground,  by  purchase  or  condemnation  proceedings,  in  other 
counties  of  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  main- 
taining and  operating  sewers  and  sewage  purification  works. 

There  is  an  act  approved  April  10,  1905,  entitled  ''An 
Act  giving  all  cities  in  Pennsylvania  the  right  to  take 
lands,  under  the  power  of  eminent  domain,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  sewers  either  wuthin  or  without  their  cor- 
porate limits  and  providing  a  method  of  compensation." 
The  City  Solicitor  advises  me  that  in  approving  this  Act, 
Governor  Pennypacker  states  he  finds  no  language  in  the 
bill  supporting  the  statement  of  the  title  that  it  applies  to 
land  either  within  or  without  their  corporate  limits.  ]\[r. 
Gendell  also  advises  me  that  he  has  some  doubt  whether 
it  applies  to  land  outside  of  the  City  ;  that  moreover,  Phila- 
delphia is  the  only  .City  which  covers  the  whole  county 
and  elsewhere  land  might  be  taken  outside  the  corporate 
limits  and  yet  not  outside  the  county.     He  is  not  quite 
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sure  Avhether  the  provision  about  the  system  of  sewers  and 
drains  would  cover  a  sewage  purification  plant  and  that 
on  the  whole  it  would  be  better  to  have  another  act  for 
the  purpose.  I  am  now  having  the  City  Solicitor  draft 
such  an  act,  which  I  will  forward  to  you  at  an  early  date.

Memorandum  in  Re  Expenses  of  the  Department  of 
City  Commissioners. 

By  Howard  A.  Chase, 
{Former  City  Commissioner.^ 

With  a  few  exceptions,  the  expenditures  against  the 
various  items  in  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners 
are  either  directly  or  indirectly  under  various  Acts  of  As- 
sembly, and  there  can  be  no  reduction  of  the  same.  This 
applies  to  the  payment  of  jurors,  witness  fees,  interpreters, 
meals  for  jurors,  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  Courts, 
burial  of  indigent  soldiers,  keep  of  prisoners  of  Phila- 
delphia in  the  Eastern  Penitentiary,  keep  of  indigent  in- 
sane in  the  various  State  institutions,  and  House  of  Refuge. 

It  is  suggested,  however,  that  through  Acts  of  Assembly 
the  expense  to  the  City  and  County  on  some  items  might 
be  reduced  or  entirely  eliminated. 

Pay  of  Officers  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  Orphans' 
Court  and  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions. 

Inasmuch  as,  under  the  Constitution,  the  salaries  of 
the  judges  are  paid  by  the  State,  and  inasmuch  as  under 
an  Act  of  Assembly  the  judges  exercise  the  right  to  des- 
ignate the  number  of  officers  of  the  courts  and  their  com- 
pensation, should  not  this  also  be  made  a  State  charge  ? 
Could  this  be  done  there  would  be  an  annual  saving  to  the 
City  and  County  of  Philadelphia  of  $163,760. 
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Pay  of  Election  Officers. 

If  the  proposed  constitutional  amendment,  providing  for 
only  one  election  a  year,  be  adopted,  there  will  be  an  an- 
nual saving  in  the  cost  of  elections  of  approximately 
$92,000. 

Assessors  for  Yoilng  and  Jury  Purposes. 

One  assessment  a  year — -the  September  assessment — 
should  be  sufficient.  This  change  would  mean  an  annual 
saving  of  about  $52,500.  I  am  not  in  favor  of  abolishing 
our  present  system  of  assessment  entirely.  In  my  opinion 
the  system  should  be  preserved  for  jury  and  poll  tax  pur- 
poses. 

Registration  Expenses. 

By  reducing  the  number  of  registration  days  to  three 
and  retaining  only  the  Fall  registration  days,  there  would 
be  an  annual  saving  in  the  pay  of  election  division  regis- 
trars of  about  $105,000,  and  an  estimated  saving  in  print- 
ing of  approximately  $12,000. 

Primary  Election  Expenses. 

There  is  a  manifest  injustice  in  the  city  and  county 
being  obliged  to  advance  the  money  for  the  payment  of 
primary  election  expenses  and  then  awaiting  the  pleasure 
of  the  Auditor-General  as  to  their  repayment.  There 
should  be  an  amendment  to  the  law  obliging  the  Auditor- 
General  to  make  returns  within  thirty  days  of  the  receipt 
by  him  of  the  statement  of  expenses.  Then  there  should 
be  some  method  of  appeal  from  the  Auditor-General's  de- 
cisions in  arbitrarily  refusing  to  allow  reasonable  and  nec- 
essary expenses  connected  with  the  primary  elections. 

Suggested  Changes  in  Pnmary  Election  Law. 

Sect.  5.  While  the  number  of  signatures  for  nomina- 
tion petitions  may  be  sufficient,  there  should  be  a  pro- 
vision that  such  paper  should  be  certified  to  by  one  of  the 
signers.  Furthermore,  there  should  be,  I  think,  a  pro- 
vision requiring  a  statement  that  the  proposed  candidate 
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has  consented  to  the  nse  of  his  name.  Also,  there  should 
be  a  specific  provision  as  to  the  withdrawal  of  a  candidate, 
both  as  to  form  and  time  in  which  said  withdrawal  can 
be  made. 

Sect.  7.  This  section  provides:  first,  that  the  County 
Commissioners  shall  prepare  and  furnish  to  the  election 
ofiicers  as  many  ofiicial  ballots  of  each  party  as  are  equal 
to  double  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  any  candidate 
of  said  party  wdthin  the  election  district  at  the  last  gen- 
eral election.  It  further  provides  that  these  official 
ballots  shall  be  bound  in  books  of  100 ;  thus  we  at  once 
have  a  conflict  in  the  requirements  as  to  the  number  of 
ballots  furnished.  It  also  provides  that  the  County  Com- 
missioners shall  furnish  additional  (official)  ballots  in  any 
election  district  as  may  be  requested  in  writing  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  county  committee  of  any  party.  There  should 
be  some  limit  placed  upon  the  number  of  ballots  that  can 
be  thus  asked  for. 

Payment  of  Election  Officers. 

Sect.  8.  This  section  should  be  amended  so  as  to  pro- 
vide that  the  election  officers  shall  receive  the  same  com- 
pensation as  they  receive  for  like  services  in  the  various 
counties  at  general  elections.  (jSTote — The  compensation 
of  election  officers  in  the  various  counties,  under  various 
Acts  of  Assembly,  and  by  practice,  vary  greatly.) 

Sect.  11.  Opening  ballot  boxes.  Petitions  for  open- 
ing ballot  boxes  for  the  primary  election  should  be  filed 
with  the  Cbunty  Commissioners  within  seven  (7)  days 
after  the  day  of  election.

The  following  legislation  enacted  in  1906,  it  is  agreed 
should  not  be  repealed  or  amended : 

1.  Act  of  February  15,  1906,  P.  L.  19,  relating  to  the 
government  of  cities  of  the  first  class,  commonly  known 
as  the  "Shern  Law." 

2.  Act  of  February  15,  1906,  P.  L.  29,  relating  to  the 
government  of  cities  of  the  first  class,  and  prohibiting  city 
employees  from  soliciting  political  subscriptions. 

3.  Act  of  February  17,  1906,  P.  L.  36,  commonly  known 
as  the  "Uniform  Primaries  Act.'' 

4.  Act  of  February  lY,  1906,  P.  L.  49,  commonly  known 
as  the  "Personal  Registration  Act,"  for  cities  of  the  first 
and  second  classes,  as  amended  by  the  Act  of  June  3,  1907, 
P.  L.  395. 

5.  Act  of  March  5,  1906,  P.  L.  78,  relating  to  the  reg- 
ulation of  nomination  and  election  expenses,  commonly 
known  as  the  "Corrupt  Practices  Act." 

6.  Act  of  March,  5,  1906,  P.  L.  83,  regulating  the  civil 
service  in  cities  of  the  first  class. 

7.  Act  of  March  19,  1906,  P.  L.  94,  repealing  a  previous 
act  amending  the  Bullitt  Bill,  by  providing  for  the  election 
of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and 
Department  of  Public  Works,  in  cities  of  the  first  class. 

Pending  Constitutional  Amendments. 
1.  Relating  to  the  Courts: 

The  Constitutional  amendment  of  1907  (P.  L.  833), 
provides  for  the  consolidation  of  the  Courts  of  Common 
Pleas  in  Philadelphia  and  Allegheny  Counties,  and  gives 
the  General  Assembly  power  to  establish  a  separate  Court 
in  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  with  criminal  and  miscel- 
laneous jurisdiction. 
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While  not  withdrawing  our  advocacy  of  this  amendment, 
we  suggest  (in  deference  to  the  opposition  it  has  aroused) 
the  consideration  of  a  municipal  court  with  a  limited  ju- 
risdiction in  both  civil  and  criminal  cases,  somewhat  like 
the  one  in  Chicago. 

2.  Increase  of  Indehtedness  of  Municipalities: 

We  are  opposed  to  the  Constitutional  amendment  pro- 
posed in  1907  (P.  L.  384),  providing  that  municipalities 
shall  be  allowed  to  increase  their  indebtedness  to  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property. 

S.  Abolition  of  Fehmary  Election : 

We  favor  the  adoption  of  the  Constitutional  amendment 
of  1907  (P.  L.  384),  providing  for  the  abolition  of  the 
February  election. 

ISTew  Measures. 

We  favor  the  following  suggested  new  measures : 

1.  Constitutional  amendment  abolishing  the  require- 
ment of  payment  of  taxes  as  a  qualification  of  a  voter. 

2.  The  appointment  of  a  commission  to  revise  the  elec- 
tion laws,  including  registration  and  primary  laws. 

3.  A  bill  to  provide  for  the  limitation  of  expenditure  in 
the  opening  of  roads,  streets  and  the  taking  of  land  for 
public  parks,  by  providing  that  the  money  must  be  first 
appropriated  before  the  land  can  be  taken  or  opened,  and 
proper  efforts  must  be  made  to  secure  releases  of  damages. 

4.  A  bill  to  make  the  office  of  common  councilman  in- 
compatible with  any  public  salaried  office. 

5.  A  bill  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  an  official 
reference  bureau,  as  a  division  of  the  State  Library,  to 
give  aid  to  legislators  in  the  preparation  of  bills,  etc. 

6.  An  Act  to  provide  that  when  voting  for  increase  of 
indebtedness  the  electors  may  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
express  their  approval  or  disapproval  of  each  item  of  the 
loan  bill. 

7.  An  Act  to  abolish  the  office  of  assessor  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  assessment  of  voters  by  the  registrars. 
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8.  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  poll  taxes  by 
the  registrars,  thus  saving  the  percentage  paid  to  deputy 
poll  tax  collectors. 

9.  An  Act  to  make  the  registration  lists  the  basis  of 
representation  in  Common  Councils,  instead  of  the  asses- 
sors' lists,  which  it  is  proposed  to  abolish. 


Pennsylvania  State  Association  for  the  Abolition 
OF  THE  School  Tax. 

Philadelphia,  December  21,  1908. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — According  to  the  reports  in  the  daily 
papers  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  face  to  face  v^^ith  a 
$3,500,000.00  to  $4,000,000.00  deficit;  with  practically 
no  means  to  meet  it,  except  by  some  direct  or  indirect  in- 
crease of  taxation.  I  desire  to  point  out  to  you  a  speedy, 
ample  and  just  means  of  relief. 

This  Association,  by  direction  of  which  I  address  you^ 
believes  that  the  State  should  pay  the  cost  of  operating  the 
common  school?  to  the  extent  of  the  cost  of  teacher's  wages 
and  text  hooTcs, 

That  principle  woul  give  you  a  little  over  four  millions  of 
dollars  annually — enough  to  prevent  any  direct  or  indirect 
increase  of  the  tax  rate,  increased  valuations  or  borrowing ; 
and,  besides,  would  leave  a  half  million  margin  for  con- 
tingencies. 

The  State  is  amply  able  to  do  this,  having  a  ten  million 
surplus  to  begin  with,  and  a  great  saving  certain  over 
last  session's  expense  in  the  large  appropriations  made  for 
extensions  needed  to  our  insane  asylums,  tuberculosis  asy- 
lums, and  in  the  reduction  of  appropriations  to  subjects 
not  properly  the  province  of  State  aid. 

Besides  this,  there  are  ample  ways  of  adding  ten  to 
twelve  millions  annually — if  needed — from  subjects  of  tax- 
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ation  used  in  other  States,  but  not  in  Pennsylvania  (not 
one  dollar  of  which  would  be  added  taxation  on  our  homes^ 
farms  or  real  estate,  or  to  taxes  on  corporations  now  pay- 
ing taxes). 

The  State  Grange  endorsed  this  proposition  two  weeks 
ago  at  Altoona.  Governor  Stuart  in  his  campaifm  en- 
dorsed it.  It  is  constitutional.  It  is  just.  It  will  help 
Philadelphia  out  of  a  dilemma  and  permit  her  to  go  on 
with  her  public  improvements,  and  help  solve  the  existing 
situation. 

Its  endorsement  by  your  Honorable  Bodies  would  give 
it  the  support  needed  for  its  immediate  success.  The  ques- 
tion is  not  one  of  partisan  politics  but  of  a  great  public 
policy. 

I,  therefore,  beg  leave  to  suggest  it  and  ask  your  sup- 
port for  it.

The  highly  gratifying  exhibit  here  shown  of  increased 
receipts  over  the  estimates  of  August  1,  1907,  for  the 
year  1908,  resulting  principally  from  the  large  collections 
during  the  year  just  closed  from  current,  personal  prop- 
erty, and  school  taxes,  premium  and  interest  on  new  loans 
issued,  amounts  due  and  paid  by  the  State  for  election 
expenses  for  prior  years,  increased  interest  on  bank  bal- 
ances, poll  tax  and  various  other  departmental  and  mis- 
cellaneous receipts,  made  available  for  further  appropri- 
ation the  sum  of  $2,295,745.89.  But,  in  order  to  avert 
a  possible  deficiency  during  the  current  year  in  certain 
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appropriations,  the  following  communication  explanatory 
of  the  ohjcct  desired  reduced  the  above  amount  to 
$1,716,9-1:2.52.

Deak  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  various  ordinances 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Bodies  and  approved  by  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  making  appropriations  to  the  Depart- 
ments and  Bureaus  for  the  year  1909,  and  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  $31,541,143.65  ;  which  includes,  unim- 
paired, certain  lawful  obligations,  estimated  payments  re- 
quired for  mandamus  executions,  and  the  allotment,  under 
the  Act  of  1905,  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education,  leav- 
ine:  a  bahmco  unappropriated  of  $69,285.04. 

A  careful  examination  of  some  of  the  items  of  the 
ordinances,  as  compared  with  the  requirements  of  the  pre- 
vious year,  shows  that  a  sufficient  amount  has  not  been 
set  aside  to  meet  certain  anticipated  exiienditurcs  which 
will  hereinafter  be  enumerated. 

The  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  Sec.  2,  P.  L.  130,  provides 
that: 

"The  City  Controller  shall  not  countersign  any 
warrants  (except  for  pa^nnents  of  interest  and  for 
sinking  fund)  pertaining  to  any  of  the  appropri- 
ations, until  the  said  Councils  shall  have  first  passed 
all  appropriations  necessary  for  the  expenses  for  the 
current  year  for  each  department,  board,  commission, 
or  trusts  conectcd  wnth  said  city;  nor  shall  said  offi- 
cer countersign  any  warrants,  except  as  aforesaid, 
until  the  total  of  all  appropriations,  all  estimates, 
and  other  lawful  obligations  shall  have  been  brought 
within  the  sum  yielded  by  the  tax  levy  and  aver- 
age income  from  other  sources  ascertained  as  afore-

said ;  and  any  appropriation  or  expenditure  in  excess 
of  this  total  shall  be  void,  and  shall  have  no  binding 
force  npon  the  niimicipality." 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  above  act  and 
the  fact  that  in  the  closing  of  the  books  of  this  Depart- 
ment for  the  year  1908^  a  surplus  over  estimated  re- 
ceipts has  been  determined  of  $2,295,745.89,  I  would  ask 
that  the  follov^^ing  reduced  appropriations  be  restored  to 
the  original  figures,  which,  after  mature  reflection  and 
eminent  legal  advice,  have  been  decided  to  be  mandatory 
by  Acts  of  Assembly.

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RECEIPTS. 

The  total  receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1908,  amounted  to  $55,321,047.96.  This 
includes  the  permanent  loans  of  $19,375,000,  the  tem- 
porary loans  of  $1,800,000,  and  the  moneys  remitted  by 
the  Commonwealth  for  schools  and  personal  property 
taxes  of  $2,638,31:1,12,  the  later  of  which  includes  bal- 
ances of  personal  property  taxes  due  for  1904,  1905,  1906 
and  1907. 

I  have  to  report  the  usual  success  in  the  collection  of 
delinquent  personal  property  taxes  through  the  system  in- 
augurated by  this  Department  in  1905,  of  notifying  by 
mail  those  indebted  to  the  City.  The  result  being  a  large 
percentage  of  receipts  from  that  source  which  otherwise 
would  be  still  awaiting  settlement.

DISBURSEMENTS. 

The  total  expenditures  for  the  year  1908  were- 
$50,048,238.87.  This  amount  includes  the  interest  on 
the  funded  debt  and  Sinking  Fund,  the  sums  required 
for  the  various  departments  and  bureaus,  the  temporary 
loans  of  1907  and  1908,  the  allotment  to  the  Board  of 
Public  Education  and  the  amount  to  the  Commonwealth 
for  personal  property  taxes  for  1908,  an  excess  over  the 
expenditures  for  1907  of  $7,382,387.18. 

In  justification  of  this  annual  increase  of  expenditures 
and  funded  debt  in  the  last  ten  years  it  must  be  admitted 
that  it  was  in  conformity  to  a  demand  and  standard  fixed 
by  the  people.  A  demand  that  could  no  longer  be  ig- 
nored, for  a  better  and  purer  supply  of  water,  abolishment 
of  grade  crossings,  turnpike  and  toll  roads,  increased 
school  accommodations,  erected  upon  the  most  modem- 
and    sanitary   lines,    improved   electrical    sendee,    greater 
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police  and  fire  protection,  as  evidenced  by  the  effective- 
ness of  the  high  pressnre  service  between  Walnut,  Kace, 
Delaware  avenue  and  Broad  streets,  new  bridges,  ad- 
ditional parks  in  every  section  of  the  City,  more  modern 
and  sanitary  hospitals,  and  the  remodeling  and  renovation 
of  the  antiquated  ones.  Also  main  and  branch  sewers, 
water  and  innumerable  other  essential  public  improve- 
ments requisite  to  meet  the  demands  of  capitalists  in  the 
development  of  suburban  and  farm  land  by  the  erection 
of  tens  of  thousands  of  houses,  thereby  converting  it  into 
full  city  rate  taxation,  and  increasing  the  annual  tax 
revenue  of  the  City.  When  a  fair  and  just  inventory 
has  been  made  of  the  expenditures  for  the  above  extensive 
public  improvements  and  the  character  of  the  work  ac- 
complished within  the  last  ten  years,  together  with  an 
increase  of  $35,970,150  added  to  the  City's  real  estate 
holdings  as  assessed  by  the  Board  of  Revision  of-  Taxes, 
and  this  attained  without  an  increase,  but  a  reduction 
of  the  tax  rate,  and  an  increase  of  the  funded  debt,  the 
payment  of  which  will  extend  over  a  period  of  thirty 
years,  thereby  distributing  it  upon  this  and  the  succeeding 
generations,  the  people  will  awaken  to  the  realization  that 
there  has  been  not  only  an  effort  but  an  accomplisment 
of  better  municipal  conditions  in  every  section  of  the 
City,  especially  in  the  health,  comfort,  prosperity  and 
a  permanent  advancement  to  a  Greater  Philadelphia. 

The  payment  of  writs  by  mandamus  execution  which 
are  included  in  the  above  show  a  marked  reduction  from 
those  paid  in  1907.  Excluding  the  large  award  by  the 
Courts  in  the  filtration  cases  in  1907,  the  payments  for 
1908  of  $1,998,799.84,  out  of  $1,000,000  set  aside  from 
the  General  Fund  for  this  purpose,  together  with  the 
$1,000,000  assig-ned  of  the  $10,000,000  loan  to  replace 
the  reduction  made  in  the  Controller's  estimate  of  August 
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1,  1907,  which  restored  it  to  the  original  figures  of 
$2,000,000  exhibit  the  usual  average  pajanents  of  former 
years.

In  this  connection  I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  your 
Honorable  Bodies  to  the  large  amount  paid  for  the  open- 
ing, widening  and  change  of  grade  of  streets,  amounting 
to  $996,720.84;  also  to  the  sum  of  $760,367.13  paid  for 
land  for  Cobb's  Creek  and  Pennypack  Parks  and  the 
Northeast  Boulevard,  making  a  total  of  $1,757,087.97, 
or  over  three-fourths  of  the  amount  set  aside  for  mandam- 
uses for  the  whole  year.  The  same  conditions  existed  last 
year  and  a  restoration  was  made  to  the  General  Fund 
out  of  the  $3,500,000  loan  for  the  three  park  purposes 
above  mentioned,  for  the  sum  of  $607,529.81.  During 
the  last  ten  years  the  amount  paid  for  opening  and  widen- 
ing,  and  changing  of  grade  of  streets,  amounted  to  the 
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sum     of     $10,151,150.61,     or     an     annual     average     of 
$1,015,115.06  which  was  paid  out  of  the  Mandamus  Fund.

Realizing  that  from  existing  legislation  the  same  con- 
ditions may  continue  to  exist  for  several  years,  I  would  re- 
spectfully suggest  that  as  the  above  objects  are  for  perman- 
ent improvements,  legislation  be  enacted  making  it  in  the 
first  instance  payable  from  "capital  account,"  instead  of  the 
annual  recurrence  of  payment  from  the  Mandamus  Fund 
to  be  restored  by  loans.  By  the  enactment  of  such  a 
law  the  large  amount  now  annually  set  aside  for  man- 
damuses could  be  materially  reduced.

THE   FUNDED   DEBT. 

The  gross  funded  debt  which  on  January  1,  1908  was 
$71,421,720.22,  was  increased  during  the  year  by  the  ne- 
gotiation of  the  following  loans,  $4,875,000  of  the 
$13,500,000  loan  of  February  9,  1907;  $1,000,000  of 
the  $4,000,000  loan  of  October  6,  1905-  $10,000,000  loan 
of  October  3,  1907,  and  $3,500,000  loan  of  October  17, 
1908. 

These  loans  were  issued  for  penuanent  improvements 
and  in  such  amounts  as  were  needed  from  time  to  time 
to  prosecute  and  complete  the  contracts  for  which  they 
were  authorized.  In  regard  to  the  $3,500,000  loan,  it 
was  issued  to  restore  to  the  General  Fund  monies  used 
for  permanent  improvements,  viz. :  water,  land  puvchased 
for  park  purposes  and  the  indigent  and  insane  hospital. 
The  funds  when  restored  were  appropriated  for  general 
municipal  purposes  such  as  the  original  monies  in  the 
General  Fund  which  were  derived  from  taxation,  and  mis- 
cellaneous receipts  would  have  been  appropriated  for  had 
they  not  been  diverted  and  appropriated  for  permanent 
improvements  which  should  have  been  charged  to  "cap- 
ital account." 

The  redemptions  for  the  year  were  $2,026,500,  of  which 
$2,700  were  for  overdue  loans  of  former  years,  making  the 
gross  funded  debt  on  January  1,  1909,  $88,770,220.22. 
The  City  securities  in  the  hands  of  the  Sinking  Fund, 
which  now  totals  $9,135,200,  leaves  a  net  funded  debt 
of  $79,635,020.22.

FIRE  INSURAXGE   FUND. 

The  Fire  Insurance  fund  held  by  the  Sinking  Fund 
Commission  as  a  security  against  loss  by  fire  to  property 
owned  by  the  City,  now  amounts  to  $1^20,968.28,  of  which 
$157,200  is  invested  in  City  securities. 

The  receipts  to  this  fund  during  the  year  from  the  va- 
rious sources,  notably  the  anninal  appropriation,  interest  on 
investments,  sale  of  securities,  maturing  loans  and  on  the 
daily  bank  balances,  amounted  to  $117,618.13,  The  pay- 
ments for  partial  loss  by  fire  were  as  follows :

Gentlemen  : — It  should  be  our  constant  purpose  to 
promote  in  every  possible  way  those  agencies  which  will 
give  to  our  City  the  best  facilities  to  secure  health,  com- 
fort, happiness  and  prosperity. 

One  of  these  obligations  includes  proper  care  of  the 
children.  Next  to  the  preservation  of  life  and  property, 
no  more  binding  duty  devolves  upon  us  than  that  of  caring 
for  them.  This  is  being  recognized  as  a  fundamental  duty 
of  the  municipalities,  and  many  of  our  sister  cities  have 
taken  up  in  a  generous  way  the  duty  of  providing  ade- 
quate playgrounds  and  recreation  centers  for  all  their  chil- 
dren. We  cannot  afford  to  take  less  than  a  commanding 
position  in  this  great  movement. 

A  Playground  Association  has  been  organized  by  some 
of  our  progressive  citizens  who  have  given  time  and  money 
to  the  promotion  of  play  and  recreation  facilities  for  the 
children.  This  Association  has  steadily  held  that  its 
function  was  solely  that  of  promoting  the  idea  of  open  air 
activities  for  our  children  and  our  citizens.  They  have 
steadily  held  to  the  thought  that  in  due  time  the  munic- 
ipality itself  should  succeed  to  this  function  and  assume 
sole  control  of  this  great  work. 

The  immediate  want  is  a  careful  study  of  the  entire 
city's  need  for  such  facilities  and  a  report  of  a  compre- 
hensive plan  for  its  realization.  With  such  a  plan  con- 
sidered and  formally  accepted  by  you,  the  task  of  se- 
curing ultimately  a  full  equipment  for  play  and  recre- 
ation can  be  carried  on  to  its  fulfillment. 

To  this  end  I  would  respectfully  and  earnestly  recom- 
mend that  your  Honorable  Bodies  pass  a  Joint  Resolution 
empowering  the  Mayor  to  appoint,   subject  to  your  ap- 
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proval,  a  Committee  of  five  representative  citizens  to  un- 
dertake tlie  important  duty  of  submitting  to  you  such  a 
plan  for  play  and  recreation  in  this  City  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  great  good  herein  figured.  In 
order  that  this  Committee  may  have  at  their  disposal  a  suf- 
ficient fund  to  make  this  investigation  in  a  thorough 
manner  and  submit  a  report  in  proper  form,  I  would  sug- 
gest that  the  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars,  or 
so  much  as  may  be  necessary,  be  set  aside  for  their  use, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.

bearing  bonds  of  a  like  amount  in  place  and  stead  of  the  se- 
curity or  cash  deposit  now  required  or  heretofore  furnished 
or  retained. 
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Sect.  2.  That  wherever  security  heretofore  has  been 
furnished  or  retained  or  cash  deposit  made,  the  said  De- 
partments and  Bureaus  shall  release  such  security  for  the 
remainder  of  the  period  for  which  the  security  originally 
was  entered  or  retained  or  cash  deposit  made  upon  corti- 
cate of  the  City  Treasurer  that  City,  State  or  United 
States  interest-bearing  bonds  in  like  amount,  duly  have 
been  deposited  in  lieu  of  such  security  or  cash  deposit 
together  with  an  agreement  signed  by  depositor  or  de- 
positors of  such  securities,  that  the  same  shall  be  sold 
under  certain  conditions  as  hereinafter  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion 3  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect  3.  That  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Head  of  the 
Department  or  Bureau  having  supervision  of  the  work, 
the  contractor  has  made  default  or  refuses  or  neglects  to 
do  the  work  required,  then  the  Head  of  the  Department 
or  Bureau  shall  have  the  right  to  do  such  work  at  the 
cost  and  expense  of  the  contractor,  and  the  City  Treas- 
urer is  hereby  authorized  to  sell  so  much  of  said  bonds 
as  may  be  required  to  make  payment  for  such  cost  and 
expense  within  twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  such 
notice. 

Sect.  4.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which 
the  contractor  is  liable  for  the  proper  fulfillment  of  the 
contract  or  the  proper  condition  of  the  work  under  the 
same,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  City  Treas- 
urer the  said  bonds  deposited  by  him,  or  so  much  thereof 
as  shall  not  have  been  expended  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  in  compelling  the  performance 
of  his  contract.

A^T  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  permit 
owners  of  property  to  construct  sewers  without  expense 
to  the  City. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  -of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  (whenever  deemed  to  be  for 
the  interest  of  the  City)  to  grant  permission,  when  de- 
sired by  them,  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  front- 
ing on  any  street,  to  construct  a  sewer  in  front  of  their 
property :  Provided,  That  said  sewer  shall  extend  for  not 
less  than  one  block  or  square  in  length  (except  where  a 
summit  exists  in  the  block,  in  which  case  the  sewer  may 
be  constructed  from  such  summit  to  the  outlet  sewer),  and 
include  all  necessary  manholes,  inlets  and  intersections  at 
the  sole  cost  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  property  and  with- 
out any  cost  or  charge  whatsoever  to  the  City:  And  pro- 
vided further.  That  the  construction  of  said  sewers  shall 
be  done  under  the  direction,  supervision  and  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  prepared  by  said  Department,  under 
contracts  and  specifications  to  be  furnished  by  the  De- 
partment, which  shall  contain  all  the  usual  requirements 
for  like  contracts  with  the  City 

Sect.  2.  Upon  the  completion  of  a  sewer  as  authorized 
in  Section  1,  the  District  Surveyor  shall  prepare  a  plan 
and  file  the  same  in  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  with  the  cost 
thereof,  and  no  ijermit  shall  be  granted  for  a  connection 
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therewith  to  any  person  until  a  receipt  has  been  produced 
showing  that  such  person,  or  some  preceding  owner  of 
the  property  desired  to  be  so  connected,  has  contributed 
to  the  expense  of  its  construction,  which  prohibition  shall 
be  null  and  void  after  the  lapse  of  ten  years  from  the 
completion  of  the  sewer,  but  after  the  lapse  of  said  period 
any  person  desiring  to  connect  with  such  sewer,  shall, 
before  a  permit  be  granted,  pay  into  the  City  Treasury, 
in  addition  to  the  usual  permit  charges  an  amount  equal  to 
the  assessment  charges  for  sewers  constructed  by  the  City. 

Sect.  3.  The  construction  of  a  sewer  as  provided  for 
in  Section  1,  shall  constitute  the  sewer  so  constructed  a 
public  sewer  in  so  far  as  to  relieve  the  owners  of  prop- 
erty fronting  thereon  who  have  contributed  to  its  cost 
from  all  claims  and  assessment  charges  for  the  future 
construction  of  sewers  in  the  same  street.

portion  east  of  Richmond  street  certain  changes  were  au- 
thorized in  the  plans  for  said  work  entailing  additional 
cost,  not  represented  by  unit  prices,  of  forty-six  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  twenty  (46,720)  dollars,  the  said 
amount  being  the  net  cost  between  building  in  water  as 
contemplated,  and  pumping  out  water,  building  of  flumes, 
coffer  dams  and  rental  of  wharves,  etc. ;  the  City  saved  by 
said  change  of  plan  on  unit  prices  the  sum  of  thirty-eight 
thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-one  (38,331)  dollars 
and  sixty  (60)  cents,  for  all  of  which  additional  cost  no 
compensation  was  allowed  him,  although  the  total  claim  did 
not  exceed  the  limit  of  the  contract. 

And  Whereas,  Ordinances  have  been  presented,  consid- 
ered and  unanimously  passed  by  Councils  on  several  occa- 
sions, without  a  definite  conclusion  having  been  reached, 
and  no  settlement  made  of  said  claim  by  reason  of  lack  of 
knowledge  as  to  the  facts,  and  disputes  between  the  contrac- 
tor and  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  as  to  the  proper  interpre- 
tation of  the  conditions  of  the  contract. 

And  Whereas,  The  City  of  Philadelphia  is  desirous  of 
paying  all  proper  claims,  and  Michael  O'Rourke  feeling 
that  he  has  a  just  claim  against  the  City  is  willing,  in  case 
of  an  adverse  decision  by  an  arbitrator,  to  bear  all  expense 
of  such  arbitration :     therefore 

Resolved,  By  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  That  the  Mayor  be  authorized  and 
requested  to  select  an  arbitrator  to  whom  to  refer  all  con- 
tracts, letters  and  papers  in  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Aramingo  Main  sewer,  between  Richmond  street 
and  the  Bulkhead,  and  direct  all  officers  having  knowledge 
of  any  facts  in  connection  therewith  to  appear  before  such

Gentlemen: — Philadelphia  is  highly  fortunate  in 
being  the  possessor  of  one  of  the  World's  great  Symphony 
Orchestras,  an  organization  whi^h  has  done  more  to  spread 
the  name  and  reputation  of  Philadelphia  abroad  than 
many  others.  This  orchestra  is  a  representative  one  com- 
posed of  musicians  who  are  recognized  as  of  the  highest 
standing  in  their  profession,  and  as  the  Symphony  season 
is  necessarily  confined  to  the  winter  months,  during  the 
summer  it  is  difficult  to  retain  the  various  members  of  the 
Orchestra  and  preserve  intact  the  entire  body.  There  is 
no  question  as  to  their  ability  or  as  to  the  rank  of  the 
Orchestra,  nor  can  any  doubt  be  expressed  as  to  the  highly 
valuable  service  they  have  rendered  to  the  public  in  pro- 
viding not  only  a  means  of  enjoyment  but  a  decided  stim- 
ulus to  education  and  the  arts. 

It  is  on  this  ground  that  I  desire  to  place  the  matter 
before  your  Honorable  Bodies  and  request  that  the  sum 
of  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars  be  appropriated 
toward  the  maintenance  of  the  ^'Philadelphia  Band."  The 
City  in  1908  appropriated  fifty-two  thousand  (52,000) 
to  the  Philadelphia  Museums;  twenty-five  thousand 
(25,000)  dollars  to  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  of  Science 
and  School  of  Industrial  Art;  fifteen  thousand  (15,000) 
dollars  to  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts 
and  three  thousand  (3,000)  dollars  to  the  American  Art 
Society,  all  of  which  appropriations  were  made  to  these 
institutions  and  disbursed  through  this  office.  Such,  ap- 
propriations have  been  made  for  some  time  and  have  al- 
ways been  considered  just  and  proper  because  they  were 
a  recognition  of  a  public  service  of  great  value  along  ed- 
ucational and  artistic  lines.  Institutions  of  that  char- 
acter and  organizations  like   the  Philadelphia  Orchestra 
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can  not  be  maintained  by  a  municipality  and  it  is  only 
through  private  agencies  capable  of  devoting  that  partic- 
ular skill,  time  and  attention  to  the  required  work  that  a 
high  standard  of  results  will  be  achieved ;  but,  the  munic- 
ipality can  and  should  assist  financially  in  materially  aid- 
ing and  supporting  what  is  necessarily  a  public  work.  If 
we  recognize  painting,  sculpture,  architecture,  literature 
and  the  other  arts,  surely  some  recognition  should  be  ac- 
corded to  that  art  which  enters  more  into  the  life  of  the 
public  than  almost  any  other :  namely,  music. 

It  is,  of  course,  out  of  the  question  to  retain  the  entire 
Symphony  Orchestra  throughout  the  summer,  and  it  is 
only  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  in  Philadelphia  those 
high  salaried  members  who  necessarily  desire  their  con- 
tracts to  run  for  a  continuous  period  rather  than  be  placed 
in  the  position  of  looking  forward  from  season  to  season 
for  such  engagements  as  they  might  obtain.  It  is  pro- 
posed, therefore,  to  form  an  organization  to  be  known  a» 
the  "Philadelphia  Band,"  composed  of  members  of  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra,  for  a  season  of  twelve  weeks,  to 
play  not  more  than  four  evenings  each  week  at  either  the 
City  Hall  Plaza  or  such  other  place  as  the  Mayor  shall 
direct,  the  concerts  to  be  of  two  hours'  duration.  The 
same  band  to  be  used  for  special  occasions  as  a  Concert 
Band,  without  extra  compensation,  providing  such  engage- 
ments do  not  average  more  than  one  each  week,  or  twelve 
each  year  if  the  season  is  twelve  weeks.  A  temporary 
shell  could  be  erected  at  a  reasonable  figure  and  the  lights 
could  be  attached  to  the  electri(;al  plant  at  City  Hall. 
These  items  would  be  the  only  expense  in  excess  of  the 
appropriation  above  named. 

I  feel  that  such  an  organization  would  be  of  the  highest 
benefit,  not  only  to  the  City,  but  to  the  Philadelphia  Sym- 
phony Orchestra,  and  I  would  therefore  respectfully  re- 
quest your  Honorable  Bodies  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars  to  this  office  to  be  ex- 
pended in  the  maintenance  of  the  "Philadelphia  Band'^ 
for  the  year  1909.
